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POLITICAL FRANCHISE. 
(Eetract from Royal Charter, dated 15th July, 1856.) 


§ 11. Every man, execpt as hereinafter excepted, above the age of twenty-one years, who possesses 
an immovable property to the value of £50, or who rents any such property of the yearly value of £10, 
within any Electoral District, and who is duly registered in manner hereafter mentioned, shall be 
entitled to vote at the election of a member for such district. When any such property as aforesaid is 
occupied by moire persons than one, as proprietors or renters, each of such occupants, being duly 
registered, shall he entitled to vote in respect of such property, provided the value, or, as the case may 
be, the rent thereof, be such as would entitle each of such joint occupants to vote if equally divided 


among them. 


§ 12. Aliens, not having been naturalised by some act of the Imperial Parliament, or of the 
Legislature of Natal, and persons who shall have been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous 


offence, and shall not have received a free pardon, shall not be qualified to vote at such election. 


§ 13. No person shall be capable of being elected member of the Legislative Council unless he shall 
be a.duly qualified and registered elector of some electoral district in the Colony, nor unless he shall 
have been invited to become a candidate for such election by at least ten electors of the county or borough 
which it is proposed he shall represent ; nor unless such requisition shall have been transmitted to the 
Resident Magistrate of the counnty or borough, with a notification of the said candidate’s acceptance 


thereof, at least fourteen days before such election is appointed to take place. 


(Extract from Law 11, 1865, disqualifying certain Natives from exercising Electoral F'ranchi se.) 


1, Every male native, resident in the Colony, or having the necessary property qualification there in, 
whether subject to the operation of Native Laws, customs, and usages in force in the Colony, or exempted 
therefrom, save as in this Law is provided, shall be disqualified from becoming a duly registered 
elector, and shall not be entitled to a vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for any 


electoral district of the Colony of Natal. 


2. Any male native inhabitant of this Colony who shill show to tho satisfa stion of the Lientenant- 
Governor that he has been resident in this Colony for a period of twelve years, or that he has been 
occasionally resident therein equivalent to a twelve years’ residence, and who shall possess the requisite 
property qualiffeation, and shall have been evemptel [Sce!Law 28, 1865] from the operation of Native 
Law for a period of seven years, and who shall produce to the Lieutenant-Governor a certificate signed 
hy three duly qualified electors of European origin as near as may be to the form in Schedule A 
appended to that Law, and endorsed by a Justice of the Peace or Resident Magistrate of the District in 
which such native resides, a statement to the effect that the Justice or Resident Magistrate endorsing 
said certificate has no reason to doubt the truth of said certificate, an] the persons signing it are credible 
persons, shall b- entitled to petition the Lieutenant-Governor of Natal fora certificate to entitle him to 
be registered as as duly qualitied clector for that electoral division in the Colony in which such native 


may possess the reyuisite property qualification, 








3. The Lieutenant-Governor may direct that the application of any such native be published in the 
Government Gazette, and call upon any person having objection to any such native becoming a duly- 
qualified elector, to submit such objection, in writing, to the Sceretary for Native Affairs, for the 


consideration of the Lientenant-Governor, 


4, The Lieutenant-Governor may make such rules and orders in and about the promulgation of 
any sach application, and receiving, and entertaining, and deciding upon, any objection thereto, as may 


to him seem necessary. 


5, The Lientenant-Governor may, at his discretion, grant or refuse to any native applying in) manner 
aforesaid for such certificate, entitling him to be registered as a duly-qualified elector: provided always 
no such certificate shall be granted unless it shall have been published in manner described in Clause 3, 


at least three months previons to the granting thereof. 


6. Every male native who shall nave been exempted from the operation of Native Laws, eustoms, 
and usages for a period of seven years, and who shall have obtained a certificate from the Lieutenant. 
Governor, entitling such native to be vegistered as an elector, and who shall be possessed of the 
immovable property qualification required by any Law in force for the time being in that behalf. shall 
be entitled to be duly registered as an elector, and, when registered, shall be entitled to vote at the 


election of a member of the Legislative Council for such district in which he may possess such property. 


7. Every male native to whom such certificate shall have been granted by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
so long as he may possess the requisite property qualification, and who snall not be convicted of treason, 
or of any infamoas crime, or of any crime which, if committed in England, would be felony, shall, 
subject to the provisions of Her Majesty's Letters Patent, given at Westminster, the Fifteenth day of 
July, in the twentieth year of Her Majesty’s reign, or any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, 
be entitled to vote at the clection of a member of the Legislative Council for the district in which he may 


possess such property qualification. 


(Extract from Law No. 2, 1883, “ To amend the Vranchise.”) 


§ 3. Every male inhabitant, of three years’s residence in the Colony of Natal, who income, inclusive 
of allowances, is equal to £8 per month, or £96 per annum, who may be disqualified as an elector ander 
the Charter of Natal on the sole ground of his not possessing the property or rental qualification required 
by the eleventh clause of said Charter, may cause himself to be enrolled by the Field Cornet. of his 


Borough or Ward on the list of men qualified to vote for members of the Legislative Council. 


§ 4. Every person claiming the franchise ander the last preceding section shall deliver to the Field

IV.—tSTEAM TUG FUND. 


By Law 2, 1871, passed for the purpose of raising funds to repay the Steam-tug Loan, re-enacted 
by Laws No. 10, 1875, and 2, 1881, it is enacted that, on every Bill of Entry, provided for by Sections 
32 and 39, Ordinance 6, 1855, for goods imported, or to be delivered from Crown or Bonding Warehouses, 
and upon which import duties shall be due and payable, there shall be charged and paid on the total 
amount of the import duties set forth in such entry, a farther sum of threepence for every pound and 
portion of a pound sterling of such total amununt of duties; and on every Bill of Entry for goods 
imported free of duty, on which registration charges shall be due or payable, there shall be paid, in 
addition to the fees and charges set forth in Law 1 of 1807, Schedule C, fees and charges at and after 


the rates set forth in the Schedule published in the Natal Blue Book for 1882, at page O 6. 


V.—PORT DUES. 


The Port Dues levied under authority of the Regulations of the Port and Harbour of Natal, 
approved by the Administrator of the Government in Council, ander Law 29, 1880, will be found in the 
Natal Blue Book for 1882, at pages O 6-8. The following alterations should, however, be noted :—For

3.—No packet of newspapers, printed matter, or commercial papers for transmission abroad may exceed 
2ft. in length, or lft. in width or depth; and the extreme limit of weight is 4Ibs. for a single 
packet for Countries in the Postal Union, excepting the United Kingdom, and 5lbs. for the 
United Kingdom, and for all other Countries, with the exception that for Fiji, New South

In addition to all kinds of printed, engraved, or lithographed matter, legal and commercial 
documents, and music in manuscript may be sent asa Book Packet. Proofs of printing, or of music, 
may bear corrections with a pen, and may have manuscript annexed to them Circulars, &c., may bear 
the signature of the sender, his trade or profession, place of residence, and a date. A book may have 
dedication or complimentary inscription in manuscript; and printed or lithographed stock or share 


lists, prices current, and market reports may have the prices added in writing. 


Any number of newspapers may be sent as a Book Packet, but if sent as newspapers the specified rate must 


be paid for each paper, whether one or several be enclosed in the same cover. 


4.—Pattern and Sample Packets for places in the Postal Union (the United Kingdom excepted) may 
not exceed 8 inches in length, 4 inches in width, 2 inches in depth, or 8 ozs. in weight 
excepting for Belgium, France, Greece, Luxemburg, Portugal, Switzerland via France, the 
Argentine Republic, and the United States, the limits for which are lft. in length, 8 inches 
in width, 4 inches in depth, and 12 ozs. in weight. For the United Kingdom, and for all 


other Countries, the limits are the same as for printed matter. 


5.—The fee for registration is 4d. in all cases.

EASON TICKETS ARE ISSUED. 


9. They are not transferable. Any Season Ticket used, or attempted to be used by any person other than the one to whom it 
was originally issued, will be retained by the Railway Officials and forfeited, unless the use of the Ticket be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Government to have been without the cognisance, and not consequent on the carelessness, of the owner. The person so 
improperly using or attempting to use the Ticket, will be liable to pay the full ordinary Fare in addition to the penalty which may be 
imposed by any Bye-Law relating to such offence. 

10. They expire with the period for which they are granted, and any person using them afterwards will be held liable in the 
penalties prescribed by the Laws, against parties travelling with intent to defraud. : 

11. In addition to the charge made for Season Tickets. a deposit of 5s. will be required, as a pledge for ‘ts return on date of 
expiry, and if not so delivered up, the deposit will be forfeited. 

12. Application to be made for Season Tickets at the Central Offices, Durban, between 19 a.m. and 4 p.m. (Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 
12 noon) or to any of the Station Masters forty-eight hours before the Ticket is required. 

13. Exrension.—Season Tickets, for periods of One Month and upwards, may be extended for One, Two, or Three Weeks, on 

yyment of one-fourth, one-half, or three-fourths of the charge for one month, or the extra week or weeks may be included when the 

Fidket is taken out. 

14. Season Tickets will also be issued for periods of Four, Five, Seven, Eight, Nine, Ten, or Eleven Months, chargesf or.which may 
be learned on application to the Accountant, Durban, or District Superintendent, Pietermaritzburg.

RETURN TICKETS. 


First and Second Class Return Tickets are issued between the principal Stations at about the rate of 
a Single Journey Fare and a Half. These Tickets are not transferable, and are available only at the 
Stations, the uames of which are printed on them, and they are available for Return in any day not 
exceeding Fourteen Days from the date of issue. Example: A Return Ticket taken on the 15th of the 
month is available for return on any day up to and inclading the 29th of the same month. 


NOTE.—A Passenger who may have exceeded the time for which his Return Ticket is available 
may, upon presenting his Ticket at the Booking Office before starting on his return journey, obtain an 
extension by paying the difference between the Return Ticket Fare and Two Single Journey Fares; but 
unless the difference in fare is paid at the Booking Office before starting, and the Ticket exchanged for a 
Voucher, the fall Ordinary Fare will be charged without reference to the Return Ticket. In no case, 
however, will a Ticket be recognised more than three months after date of issue. 


Volunteers, in Uniform, attending Reviews, Rifle Competitions, and similar gatherings, will be 
charged a Single Fare for the Double Journey, First, Second, or Third Class. 


Picnic and Pleasure Parties, Cricket, and Football Clubs, numbering not fewer than Ten Passengers, 
will be conveyed at a First or Second Class Single Journey Fare for the Double Journey, provided 
application is made in writing not less than three days beforehand to the District Superintendent at 
Darban, Pietermaritzburg, or Estcourt. The Department does not bind itself to grant every application, 
or to arrange for the conveyance of such passengers on any particular day, or by any particular train or 
class of carriage. These Tickets are available for one day only, excepting in the case of Cricket and 
Football Clubs, for which special arrangements will be made. 


PASSENGERS’ LUGGAGE. 


Passengers are allowed the free conveyance in the Trains by which they themselves travel of the 
following amounts of personal Luggage, uot being Merchandise, viz. First Class, 100lbs.; Second 
Class, 50lbs.; Third Class, 25lbs. All Luggage above the regulated weight mast be booked and paid for 
according to the above Scale at the Booking Office before starting, and a ticket will be issaed for such 
excess weight of Luggage. The Department does not guarantee the acceptance of more than One Cwt. of 
Excess Luggage from any one Passenger for conveyance by the Train by which such Passenger travels 


The term, “ Personal Luggage,” will be held to include articles for personal or household use, such 
ag groceries, provisions, and the like; and these will be conveyed in the Train by which the Owners 
themselves travel, subject to the above arrangement, and at the risk of the Owners, but this arrangement 
does not apply to Fruit, Vegetables, Live Fowls, and other goods intended for sale. 


The Railway Depirtment gives distinct notice that it will not be responsible for the loss, miscarriage, 
or detention of Personal Luggage accompanying Passengers by any Train, unless each package is placed 
in the custody of the Guard, and has the Passenger’s Name and Station legibly written upon it, and has 
also had removed from it all old addresses and labels. 


N.B.—Passengers intending to leave the Train at West End Station, Durban, must see their Luggage 
labelled to “ West End,” otherwise it will not be delivered up there, but taken on to Central Station.

Parcels and Packages intended fir conveyarc2 by Passenger Trains, mast always be taken to the 
Passenger Station in cases where the Goods Traffic is conducted at a separate place. 

All Packages forwarded by Passengar Train, must ba fully addressed, as they cannot be accepted for 
conveyance under Marks and Numbers only. 


PARCEL PREPAYMENT LABELS. 


With the view of fazilitating Parcel Traffic and obviating the necessity of sending money by native 
servants to pay carriage, the following system of adhesive Prepayment Labels has been instituted :— 

1. Parcel Prepayment Labels of the value of 1s., 6d, and 3d., respectively, have been provided, and 
by the use of these, either singly or in combination, the carriage of any Parcel by Passenger Train may be 
Prepaid. 

2. The Labels may be obtained from the Accountant, Natal Government Railways, Central Offices, 
Darban, and fromthe District Superintendent, Pietermaritzburg. Parties living in the country may 
have a sapply of Labels forwarded to them by post, on sending a remittance to either of the above 
addresses, with a note specifying the description of stamps required.

3. The Labels must be affixed upon the right-hand commer of the address of the parcel or package, 


and care must be taken to affix Labels of the requisite value. 


Any parcel insufficiently labelled is liable 


to be charged the full ordinary rate, without reference to the Labels. 


SHOP PARCEL LABELS. 


1. For the convenience of the Public, the Department will take charge of Parcels and other Small 
Packages sent by Merchants to meet Passengers when leaving the Durban and Pietermaritzburg Stations 


by the Trains, under a system of Penny Labels. 


2. These Labels, when affixed to Parcels, will frank their deposit in the Cloak-room or Left Luggage- 
room at the Station for 24 hours, and an additional charge of One Penny will be made for every day 
or portion of a day thereafter until removed by the owner. 


3. Parcels or Packages having Labels attached will only be given up on production of the Duplicate 
Label bearing the same number as that on the Package, after which delivery the Department will hold 
itself free from all further responsibility in r2spect thereof. 


4. These arrangements will apply only to Parcels and Packages not exceeding 28 lbs. weight. Those 
exceeding 28 Ibs. will be taken with Two Penny Labels affixed, but no Parcel or Package exceeding 56 


Ibs. in weight will be received. 


5. The Department will be responsible for the loss of, injury to, or detention of any Parcel, Package, 
or other Article deposited in the Cloak-rooms, or Left Luggage-rooms under the above arrangement, to 
the extent of £2 sterling, and any Parcel, Package, or Article exceeding that value will only be received at 


the risk of the owner. 


6. The Shop Parcel Labels will be,sold in books of 50 and will he snpplied at 48. 6d. each. Appli-

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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS 


FOR 


1886. 








Forty-nine Schools have been under inspection during 18k. Thirteen are established and 
maintained by Government—two Hizh, foar Model Primary, and seven Primary,—and thirty-six are 
Aided Schools. Two of the latter, Welgegund and Wonderfontein, were closed at the end of 1885, and 
seven others either were voluntarily given up or ceased to receive aid during the course of the year— 
the Maritzburg Wesleyan Infant, Deepdale, Milkwood Kraal, New Leeds, Tongart, Stanger, and 
Isipingo. Four new schools have been opened—the Government Primary at Estcourt, and aided schools 
at Ixopo, Richmond Road, and Glen Eland ; and the aided school at Pinetown became a Government. 


School from the first of July. 


The two semi-private Dutch Schools, Welgegund and Wonderfontcin, were given up for lack of 
pupils. The master of the former now conducts the aided school at Glen Eland, a farm about 2U miles 
east of Hermannsburg, while the master of Wonderfontein is Acting Commissioner at the Tugela Gold 
Fields. The attendance at the Wesleyan Infant School in Maritzburg declined from 64 in 1885 to 15 
at the beginning of the third quarter in 1886. Miss Dickens, the mistress, left in June, and most of the 


pupils migrated to the Girls’ Model Primary School. 


Deepdale was closed at the end of June when the master was appointed to the new Government 
School at Pinetown. The numbers had been falling for some time, and it was found impossible on this 
account to continue the school longer. The nine or ten childrey who remained are now being taught at 
home. The school at Milkwood Kraal, near the Little Umhlanga, had to be given up after another 
attempt to resuscitate it. The children in the neighbourhood who do not go by train to schools in 


Darban or Verulam are tanght privately. 
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The master of the New Leeds School went to Camperdown School in the middle of the year, and 
the school committee was unable on account of the small attendance to secure the services of a 
certificated teacher. The school, however, is still being carried on privately. .The inspection of 
Tongaat School during the second quarter of the year gave unsatisfactory results, the master left 
suddenly in June, and the committee, though still carrying on the school, has not yet succeeded in 
obtaining a fully-qualified master. It is hoped that this school will again be under inspection early 


in 1887, 


The attendance at Stanger School fell from 24 in 1885 to 16, the results of the inspection were very 
poor, and the master resigned at the end of June. The school is now improving under the charge of a 
mistress, who however, in terms of the Law, is not yet eligible for Government aid. Mr. Hutton, who 
conducted the Isipingo School for twelve months after its re-opening, found more remunerative- 
employment, and the committee has failed hitherto to find a qualified successor. The railway brings. 


the Darban schools within reach of the children of this village. 


It is difficult to see how these and other struggling coantry schools with only a handful of children 
can be efficiently maintained on the remuneration at present given to the teachers. This, consisting 
generally of only the school-fees and the Government grant, does not form sufficient inducement for 
qualified persons to devote themselves to the work. It seems impossible to get school committees to 
give extraneous aid, and if ‘such schools are to be kept alive at all, it must be done by special support 
from the Council of Education, a support, however, which should be contingent primarily on the 
attendance at the school of all children of school age within reach who are not under tuition otherwise. 
Now that excellent Primary Schools for boys and girls have been established in Maritzburg and 
Darban, I think it would be well to confine Government expenditure on Primary Education in the two 
towns to these schools, and to use the money thus available in fostering schools in sparsely peopled 


districts. 


The new schools at Ixopo and Richmond Road promise well under Mrs. Shum and Mr. A. Graham 
respectively. Mrs. Shum is an English-trained teacher, and Mr. Graham has a varied colonial school 
experience. Government schools were opened in August at Pinetown and Estcourt. Mr. Jennings at 
Pinetown is assisted by Mrs. Cope, and the attendance is already nearly double that of the aided 
school which it superseded. Mr. Mudie, first assistant in the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School, was 
appointed master of the Estcourt School. He is’ assisted by Mrs. Allardice, an English-certificated 


teacher. The attendance is already between 60 and 70. 


In view of the failure of the boarding departments of existing Government schools, the Council built 
these two new schools for day-pupils only. Excellent accommodation for over 100 boarders has been 
provided in country centres, but hitherto a total yearly average of only twelve boys has taken advantage 
of it. And yet before each school was erected the need of sach accommodation was persistently urged 


by the people in the neighbourhood. 


More tutors and governesses seem to be employed this year than formerly. The supply is not 


stinted, the attendant expense is small where the family is large or when one or two families combine for 
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tuition, and the children are at hand when required for domestic and farm work. The Council of 
Education endeavoured to acquire some cognisance of the education given in this way by adopting a 
plan similar to that in vogue in the Western Highlands and Islands of Scotland. For two years 

liberal capitation grant was offered to parents on account of children taught according to the 
Government Schedule provided they passed annually a satisfactory examination before the Inspector of 
Schools. The children might be sent for examination to the nearest Government or Government aided 
school, or the Inspector would go to other convenient centres. The plan, strange to say, was almost an 
entire failure. I met the heads of about twenty families at the Biggarsberg in June last, and discussed 
with them the best means of giving them help with the education of their children. I offered to do 
my best to revive this scheme or to recommend grants to small schools in suitable localities, but the 
prevalent fecling seemed to be that Government ought to give a lump sum to the district for distribution 
among the employers of private teachers. I pointed out that Government supervision was a necessary 
concomitant, and that this could best be secured in the way we had already attempted. I regret that 


there has been no practical outcome of this meeting. 


The aggregate number of pupils in regular attendance is 4,049—2,303 boys and 1,746 girls—and 
the number presented for examination is 3,862. In 1885 the numbers were 3,922 and 3,747 respectively, — 


an increase in the present year of 127 in the number in attendance and of 115 in the number examined. 


The attendance at the Government Schools is 2,395, and at the Aided Schools, 1,654. 


The Capitation grant for attendance, given at the rate of 4s. for each child who attends school for 
not fewer than 175 days in the year, amounts to £395, and was paid on account of 1,975 children, As 
it is not possible to verify these attendance returns further than by an inspection of the School 
Registers, it is worth considering whether it is not desirable to abolish this grant and to increase 


proportionately that given for result of work. 


The average number of pupils who have received free education is 627. The percentage of the 


number in attendance is 15.5—the same as that of last year.

The ages of the pupils vary from 3 to 20 years-—1,607 being under 8 years; 1,556 between 8 and 
12; 815 between 12 and 16; and 71 over 16.

Every pupil educated at the High Schools has cost the Government a net sum of £58 12s. 1d.; at 
the Country Primary Schools, £7 11s. 1d.; at the Model Primary Schools, £3 13s. 2d.; and at the 
Aided Schools, £2 1s. 6d. 








The work of the Schools is tested by—(1) The University of Cambridge Local Examinations ; (2) An 
annual examination of the High Schools by Examiners appointed by the Council of Education in terms 
of the High School Law; (3) A yearly written collective examination of the most advanced pupils of 
schools in and near the chief towns and villages; and (4) An individual examination and a classification 
into Standards of all the pupils of the Government Model Primary, the Government Primary, and the 


Government Aided Schools. 


Payment for results depends on the last only, and it is not made unless the school is in a saticfactory 
condition throughout. These capitation grants are paid over and above the fixed salaries and the fixed 
grants, and they are given solely to the teachers as a reward for, and an incentive to, good work. The 
annual inspection helps to secure due attention being given during the year to all classes of scholars. 
Spe-ial opportunities are afforded to senior pupils by the Annual Collective Examination and by the 


Junior and Senior Cambridge Locals. 


Every teacher has a copy of the requirements for a “pass” in any of the seven Standards, and 


received at the beginning of the year a copy of the following Resolution of the Council of Education :— 
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(1.) In 1886, Grants for Attendance at Primary Schools will be made at the rate 4s. for each child 
who, during the course of the year, attends the school to which the Grant is payable for not 


fewer than 175 days of not. less than 43 hours’ school-work each. 


(2.) In 1886, Grants for Educational results in Primary Schools will be 5s. for each separate pass in 
English, Writiag, and Arithmetic, as detailed in the revised Schedule of Standards issued on 
5th November, 1881. 


(3.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not advanced at least one 
standard since the last annual inspection of the school, or of any child over 12 years of age 


who passes lower than Standard III. 


(4.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not attended the school in 


which it is examined for at least three months immediately before the date of inspection. 


(5.) Payments for results wil! not be made to any school which the Inspector considers unsatisfac- 
tory in its general discipline and organisation, or in its work in subjects other than those for 


which Capitation Grants are payable. 


(6.) Infant Schools or Infant Departments of Primary Schools will receive a Capitation Grant at 
the rate of 5s. for each child below Standard I. who has attended the school regularly for 
not less than three months immediately before the examination, provided that the number 
of such children be not fewer than 20, and that the Inspector is satisfied that Kindergarten 
or similar instruction is regularly and efficiently given, and that object-lessons, singing, and 


calisthenic exercises form a part of the daily work. 


(7.) The subjects for the annual collective examination in November, 1886, for Government 

Certificates of Proficiency in Elementary Subjects of Instruction will be as follows :— 
Handwriting. 
Spelling from Dictation. 
Arithmetic. 
English Composition. 
English Grammar, including Analysis of Sentences and Etymology. 
Geography of Europe and Australasia, including Map Drawing from memory. 
Freehand Drawing. 
English History from 1714 to present time. 
Greece: Macmillan’s Primer. 


Geology : Macmillan’s Primer. 
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(8.) The examination for Bursaries will be the same as that prescribed in paragraph (7), with the 


omission of Greek History and Geology. 


The similar syllabus issued by the Council of Education for 1887 reduces the amounts named in (1), 
(2), and (6) by one-half; and substitutes “Standard IV.” and “ six months” for “ Standard III.” and 
“three months” in (3) and (4) respectively. This change will diminish the Capitation Grants by more 
than one-half, and will consequently, it is to be feared, prejndicially affect the aided schools in the 


country unless the loss be made good to them in some other way. 


Reference to the following Schedule, which has been in use since January, 1882, will explain the 


results set forth in the Tables which follow it :—

than that of boys. 
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The degree of general proficiency set forth in this Table is quite satisfactory, and all the schools 
are doing good work in their various ways. The system of part-payment by results is an incentive to 
intelligent effort, and it would, I think, be unwise to discontinue it. No doubt there is a good deal of 
temptation for a teacher to think chiefly of the number of passes, and little, if at all, of the real 
education of the children. But the power vested in the Inspector of withholding the grant if the 
school is not in a satisfactory condition throughout is a sufficient check on this mischievous tendency. 
That this isa danger to be guarded against in English schools may be gathered from Mr. Matthew 
Arnold’s recent report on Elementary Education on the Continent, in which he compares the style of 
teaching in foreign and English schools to the great advantage of the former. He says with regard to 
them, “ Again and again I find written in my notes, ‘The children human.’ They had been brought 
under teaching of a quality to touch and interest them, and were being formed by it. The fault of the 


teaching at home is that it is so little formative.” 


This fault is not absent from some of our schools, but as a rule the general intelligence and the 
education of the children keep pace with their progress in the mechanical arts of reading and writing. 
In many schools the style of the senior reading and recitation lacks finish, and in nearly all more 
blackboard illustration in every subject would be found advantageous. I should be glad to see more 
attention paid to drawing. It is the first step in technical education, and the lessons in it, like those in 


singing, can be made to brighten up wonderfully the routine of ordinary school work. 


The average attendance at the Maritzburg High School is 21, and at the Durban High School, 24. 
During the last quarter of the year the attendance at both schools was the same—2l. In 1885 the 
attendance was 25 and 23 respectively. The Head Master of the Maritzburg School was absent on 
leave till Jury, and the Head Master of the Durban School during the whole of the year. During their 
absence the schools were satisfactorily conducted by the Assistant Masters—by Mr. Stalker in 
Maritzburg and Mr. Nicholas in Durban. In accordance with the requirements of the Law, an 
examination of the pupils by special examiners, the Rev. D. Soames and the Rev. W. J. Hardy, was 
held at the end of the year. The report on this examination was published in full in the Government 
Gazette of the 7th December. It shows that good work is being done in both schools, despite the 
frequent removal of pupils and the lack by entrants of a knowledge of the rudiments of Latin, French, 
and Mathematics. That good work may, however, be made still better if Mr. Hardy’s remark on the 
necessity of proficiency in the elementary branches be borne in mind. I am glad to notice a disposition 
on the part of both Head Masters to recognise this need, and to devote more attention throughout to 
what are called the “ordinary” subjects. As most of our youths have to make their living in the Colony, 
their education ought to farnish them with the tools and weapons necessary for the work and battle of 
life. Chief among these are the ability to think and judge correctly, and the habits of industry and 
accuracy. It is the method of instruction’in advanced subjects as much as a mere knowledge of the 
subjects themselves that constitates Higher Education. There is no distinct line of demarcation 
between our Primary Schools and our High Schools, nor indeed can there well be until a considerably 
increased population furnishes a sufficient number of youths intended for professional life or for the 
Home Universities. Most of the work in both classes of schools is elementary in character though 


somewhat different in kind, and some work in both is fairly entitled to rank as “ higher.” 


The following paragraph, taken from a report which I made to the Government in 1875, shows that 
our difficulties are not those of to-day only :—‘ The great drawbacks to higher education in the Colony are 
the early age at which boys leave school, and the prevalent feeling in favour of a commercial and paying 


education as distinguished from a classical or scientific, and apparently non-productive, one. While

fully recognising the necessity of Latin and Greek to complete a liberal educatiou, we mast not forget 
that the amount of these subjects which can be taught here is too slight to accomplish the end for 
which the study of the classics is commended. If our boys do not derive from it those habits of accu- 
racy which are formed only by such a degree of application as ensures a mastery of the subject, then 
their time may be spent to better ‘advantage on something more immediately useful. English literature, 
French, German, mathematics, mechanics, and chemistry are certainly of greater practical benefit, and 
it depends very much on the method of teaching them whether they will also afford as much mental 
discipline and develop as refined a taste as result from a lengthened study of the classics. Now-a-days 


boys need to know things as well as words.” 


The Model Primary Schools and the Primary Schools continue to maintain the high standard of 
efficiency which has characterised them from their commencement. The teachers are fully qualified for 
their work, and the Government puts full trust in their proved ability, tact, and zeal. Government has 
provided good schools, good apparatus, and good salaries. It asks for good work in return, and it is not 
disappointed. Miss Broome, the Head Mistress of the Girls’ Model Primary School in Maritzbarg, was 
absent on leave in England during the last nine months of the year, and the schvol was satisfactorily 
conducted by Miss Jarvis, the First Assistant. More accommodation was provided for this school by 
hiring the adjoining hall. Newcastle School is notable for the evenness and thoroughness of all its 
work. The new schools at Pinetown and Estcourt will have a good deal of uphill work before they 


reach the standard of the other schools. 


The attendance at St. Andrew's School has risen from 27 to 38, but the passes are not so high as 
last year’s, though they are more numerous. Only 5 of the 38 children examined have attended this 
school for more than twelve months. St. Mary’s School has 49 non-paying passes against 26 last year. 
The attendance is better and the writing is improving, but arithmetic and grammar are still weak. 
Only 5 of the 123 pupils examined last year passed this year in all three branches. The attendance at 
Archbell’s School is the same as during last year—54; the average of the passes is higher; the arith- 
metic is better and the drawing is excellent; but in English, no one who passed LV. in 1885 obtained a 
higher mark this year. Nearly one-half of the pupils of the Vlei Infant School have gone to the 
Government Schools during the year, and the attendance is now only 18 against 34 in 1885. Kelly’s 
Evening School still does good work among the working lads of Maritzburg. There is room for improve- 
ment, however, in the regularity of attendance. The children at Camperdown have always been very 
backward, and this year is no exception to the rule. Mr. Oldtield, who took over the school a few 
months ago on the resignation of Mr. Wood, will soon, however, put matters on a more satisfactory 
footing. York, New Hanover, Noodsberg Road, and Howick again merit favourable mention. Wilge 
Fontein School is doing well in spite of considerable irregularity in the attendance. The work of the 
Wesleyan Infant School in Durban is better, and the attendance is higher than during any previous 
year. Though the attendance at St. Joseph’s School is rather better than last year, the number of 
passes is less. The children are well-trained throughout, but the weakness in geography still exists, 
and the arithmetic and grammar, though still improving, hardly reach the average of well-appointed 
schools such as this. The Durban Girls’ School maintains its well-known high character. The excel- 
lence of the drawing is a special feature of this year’s work. Addington, Berea Road, and New Ger- 
many Schools are doing usefal work in their respective districts. Sydenham School is steadily improv- 
ing, and one of its pupils gained a special prize for arithmetic open for competition to girls attending 
schools in Durban and the neighbourhood. Westville and Bellair are able to maintain only a flickering 


existence. The little school at Umblali still shows excellent results, but it is doubtful if even the small 
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attendance of 18 can be much longer maintained. The results of careful and methodical work were 
again apparent at the inspection of New Guelderland School. The attendance at Umzinto School has 
been doubled by amalgamation with a private school for girls. Marburg School gives too many holidays, 
and the attendance is otherwise very irregular. If school fees were charged probably both these faults 
would be remedied. The children at Hermannsburg are carefully taught both in English and German. 
The school at Dundee has been open for seven months under Mr. Paglar, an experienced teacher, and 


good results will probably be found at next inspection. 








The Fourth of the University of Cambridge Local Examinations was held from the 14th to the 19th 
December, 1885. Sixteen candidates were examined--l2 boys and 4 girls. Only one took senior 


papers. 


The Maritzburg High School sent in 5 Juniors and gained 3 passes, one in 2nd Class Honoars. 


One other boy passed in English only. 
The Durban High School sent in 7 Juniors, and gained 5 passes, two with 3rd Class Honours. 


The Berea High School for Girls sent up 4 candidates, one Senior and three Juniors. One Junior 


passed, but in English subjects only. 


Fifteen candidates came up for examination in December, 1886—7 Seniors, one of them a pupil of 
the Girls’ Collegiate School, and 8 Juniors. 


As the number coming forward to these examinations has fallen from 50 in 1883 to 15 last year, it 
is to be hoped that all secondary schools and advanced private pupils will do what they can to 
strengthen this link with the Home Universities. The examination is an excellent test of honest work, 
and preparation for it need not interfere with the ordinary routine of any department of a school. It 
is so arranged that the widest scope is allowed both in the kind and amount of work selected for 


examination. 





Only one Exhibition to Home Universities was given in 1886. It was gained by H. H. Hayden, a 
pupil of Hilton College, and he has begun work at Trinity College, Dublin. 





The Tenth Annual Examination for Government Certificates of Proficiency in Elementary Subjects 
was held simultaneously on the 4th and 5th November, 1886, in Maritzburg, Durban, Verulam, Greytown, 


and Richmond. 


This examination is open to all boys and girls, but it is taken advantage of chiefly by the senior 
pupils of the schools within easy reach of an examination-centre. It is held for the special purpose of 
awarding certificates of merit, and does not in any way supersede the annual inspection of the ordinary 


work of the pupils who take part in it. 


One hundred and forty-eight Candidates were present—74 boys and 74 girls. The Girls’ Model 
Echool in Maritzburg sent 26 pupils ; the Boys’ Model School in Durban, 23; the Boys’ Model School 
in Maritzburg, 20; the Girls’ Model School in Durban, 16: the Durban Girls’ School, 14 ; York School, 
9: the Primary School in Verulam, 8; the Primary School in Greytown, Sydenham School, and 
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Howick School, 7 each; the Primary School in Richmond, 3; Miss Wilson’s School, Maritzburg, and 
Camperdown School, 2 each; and the Primary School in Estcourt, Miss Leask’s School, Maritzburg, 
and a Private School near Curry’s Post, 1 each. There was also one private pupil (a: native) from the 


Verulam Mission Station. 


The subjects of examination were Spelling from Dictation, Handwriting, Arithmetic, Drawing, 


English Grammar, Geography, English History, Composition, Greek History, and Geology. 


The first 90 Candidates having each gained over 800 marks will receive certificates. The Maritz- 
burg Girls’ Model School takes 22; the Durban Girls’ Model School and the Durban Boys’ Model 
School take 13 each; the Maritzburg Boys’ Molel School takes 11; the Durban Girls’ School, 7; 
Verulam Primary School, 7; Sydenham, 6; York,4; Richmond Primary, 3; Greytown Primary, 2; 
and Miss Leask's School, Maritzburg, 1. The remaining certificate is gained by the only private pupil 


who competed.

Spelling, Handwriting, and Drawing show good results. 


The answers given to the questions in English History, Greek History, Geography, and Geology 
manifest an intelligent knowledge of the subject-matter of the text-books. The exercises in Composi- 


tion are creditable. 


Arithmetic and English Grammar call for more attention from all the schools. Problema in 
arithmetic are worked by many of the candidates simply by what they suppose to be “the rule,” 
without attempting to think about what they put down, and inaccuracy in working the simplest sums 
is very common. A few of the papers in grammar are very creditable, notably that sent up by the 
Native pupil, Cleopas Kunene, who gains the highest marks in this subject. But in the majority of 
the papers there is great blundering in the use of grammatical terms, and the wild guesses at the 
meanings and derivations of common English words are not what might be expected from children 


who have presumably gone through a Stand. VI. Reader. 


In 1887, certificates will be given as usual to those who gain two-thirds of the fall marks, but only 


if they obtain not less than half-value for their arithmetic and grammar papers.

This examination, with the exception of the papers on Geology and History of Greece, is the one 
prescribed by the Council of Education in terms of the following Section of Law No. 8, 1880 :— 


“Three Bursaries, of the annual value of £40 each and tenable for three years shall be open for 


competition to all boys over eleven and under fifteen years of age on the 15th day of November in each 
year, pionaded such competitors have been resident in the Colony for at least one year immediately 
prior to the 15th day of November, in the year in whith they compete, and shall not be, or have been, 
the holders of a Government Bursary ; and the said Bursaries shall be competed for in an examination 
to be held between the 1st day of November and the 15th day of December; such examination to be 
prescribed by the Council of Education, and shall be used for the purpose of allowing the holders to 
proceed to any one of the High Schools established under Law No. 16, 1877, and shall be held on 
condition of good behaviour and continuance at said School, of which a certificate shall be farnished 
half-yearly to the Council of Education by the Head Master of such Schools; but no Bursary shall be 
given to any competitor who shall fail to pass an examination in a manner satisfactory to the Council of 
Education.”

6. Harry Farrell, born January 8, 1873, Durban Boys’ Model School, 780 marks; all out of a 

maximum of 950 marks. 
The three Bursars elected by the Council of Education in 1885 gained respectively 857, 851, and 


849 marks out of the same maximum number.

Fifty-four Native Schools have received Government aid, and have been unde inspection during 


the past year. 


The grants to the three schools—Lange Kop Dravende, Endwendwe, and Verulam—were with- 


drawn on the 30th July last. 


Five new Schools have been added to those to which the priviledge of Government grants in aid is 
extended, viz.:—The Roman Catholic Mission Native School, St. Frances Xaviers, £50; Hanoverian 
Mission Native School, Ehlanyeni, £50; Wesleyan Mission, Girls’ School, Edendale, £50; Church of 
South Africa Mission, St. Margaret’s Home, £24, C.S. A. Mission Native Schools, St. Luke’s, £50; 
Lindley Kraal School, Egugwini, (grant renewed) £12. 


Gratuities have been made as follows :— 


Industrial Department in connection with the Edendale Training and Primary Schools, £100; 
Industrial Department, Wesleyan Mission Schools, Drie Fontein and Klien Fontein, £150; Industrial 
Department, St. Luke's School, £100. 
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The total attendance at the Aided Native Schools for the year,’as shown by the Returns supplied 
by the recipients of grants, has been 2,859, made up as follows :—Boys under 12 years of age, 784; 


Boys over 12, 696 ;Girls under 12, 800, and over that age, 609. The average attendance has been 1890°55. 


Out of the number of scholars under examination 638 succeeded in passing in all the subjects in the 
the different Standards under which they were examined. Four passed in Standard V., 12 in Standard 
IV., 87 in Standard ILL, 158 in IL, and 377 in Standard I. A copy of the Standards will be found 


annexed to this report for reference. 


The total attendance this year as compared with that vf 1885 is less by{928. This cannot be taken 
as indicating a falling off of attendance at the different Native Schools receiving Government aid; but 
is to be attributed to the fact that the grants were withdrawn from a number of schools during the ycar 


1885, from which consequently no returns have been supplied. 


From careful observation made during my visits to the differents schools, 1 venture the opinion, that 
the cause of Native Education has not suffered by these withdrawals, but is in all senses in a more satis- 


‘factory state than during last year.

The poorer children have been pro- 
vided with clothes. 


Must be properly clothed and neat. 


Cleanliness and tidiness. 


Every possible means; the children 
are dressed in a uniform school- 
dress, and are made to keep 
themselves clean and tanght 
proper respect; good marks are 
given. 


The scholars are inspected daily, and 
any appearing at School ill-clad 
or dirty are sent back to tidy 
themselves. 


All the Girls are neatly clothed and 
taught to make their own 
clothing, and cleanly habits are 
enforced. 


All possible means are taken, and 
with considerable success. 


All wear clothes. 
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CHURCH OF ENGLAND SCHOOL, EKUKANYENI, 


was inspected on the 25th of March last, when there were 37 scholars present. Out of this number 
21 were girls, one being over the required age. Twelve scholars passed in Standard I., and others, though 
not sufficiently advanced to present in the above Standard, were able to work simple addition, and read 
easy sentences in both Zulnand English. All the children presented a clean appearance. The teacher 
has been changed since my inspection last year, and a native named Mubi Nondinisa now has charge of 
the school, under the supervision of the Misses Colengo. The girls are instructed in different kinds of 
needlework, and samples of work inspected showed neatness and care. Necessary repairs have been 
executed to the schoolroom, and it is quite suitable for the purpose. There is a decided improvement in 
this school since the inspection last year. 


The grant has been withdrawn from 


ST. MARY’S DAY SCHOOL, 


and also from 
ST. MARY’S NIGHT SCHOOL, 
both under the same denomination as Ekukanyeni. 


THE CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE SCHOOL, PIETERMARITZBURG 
(ST. MARK’S), 


no longer receives Government aid. 
The 


CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE BOARDING-SCHOOL (ST. ALBAN’S), 


was inspected on the 16th of March this year. The total number of boarders is 21, and 20 out of that 
number were present. Two of the boarders were over age. Three passed in Standard IV., five in 
Standard ITI., and six in Standard I. The six below Standard I. had but recently joined the school, and 


were making satisfactory progress. The boys at 


ST. ALBAN’S 


continue to receive instruction in both carpentering, cabinet-making, and the best modes of cultivation, 
* and many have made good progress in the several branches. This was particularly noticeable in the 
carpentry department. The several rooms occupied by the boarders, including the dormitories, were 
inspected, and gave evidence of cleanliness and suitability ; in fact, every provision appears to have been 
made by the Rev. F. Greene and the other gentlemen connected with the above school, so far as 
means will allow, to secure the health and comfort of the boarders, of whom there are three more than 


last year. 
The 
CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA EVENING SCHOOL, ST. FAITH’S, DURBAN, 
is no longer in receipt of Government aid, the grant having been withdrawn at the end of 1885. 
An inspection of the 


CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE SCHOOL, SPRINGVALE, 
was held on the 21st of last October. This school is divided into Upper and Lower School. In the 


former 18 scholars (nine girls) were present. Nine presented in Standard II. passed in all the subjects 
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but grammar. Ont of eight presented under Standard [., two failed to pass in arithmetic, though 
acquainted with the first two rnles. Most of those scholars who were not sufficiently advanced to be 
presented under Standard I. were able to read fairly, and work simple addition sums. The children in 
this school presented a very neat appearance. The average attendance during the eight months 
registered was 143 per month. Both boys and girls are instructed in needlework by Miss Fox, the 


lady who presides over the school. 


The attendance has decreased this year, owing to some of the most forward scholars having left 
since last term, and some of those now attending have but lately been drafted from the Lower School, 
which will account for none of the scholars having been presented under the higher Standards. The 
attendance at the Lower School (inspected the same day) was 26, out of which number five were under 
the age allowed. The average monthly attendance during the eight months of this year for which it 
was taken was 17:5. Both these schools resumed work on the 26th of last January, and continued (with 
the exception of the July vacation) in session till December. What has beon said with reference to the 
Upper School, as regards industrial training, applies equally to this department, which is presided over 


by a Native teacher. 


An improvement has taken place in the 


CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE SCHOOL, HIGH FLATS No. 1, 


since last year’s inspection, at which time the attendance was only 10, and the scholars were in a very 
backward state. On the 22nd of last October, when the school was again inspected, the attendance was 
double that of the previous year, and the advancement shown by the scholars very satisfactory. Out of 
the 24 (11 girls) present, 3 were presented in Standard III., and passed in all the subjects but grammar, 
their reading, writing, and translations being exceptionally good. Six (3 boys) were presented in 
Standard I, in which three passed in all subjects. The average attendance monthly daring seven 


months of the year was 17.5. The session this year commenced on February 3rd. 


All the scholars appeared neat, and the Native teacher in charge of this school deserves great credit 
for the way in which he has conducted it throughout. 


I regret to have to report that no attempt has, so far, been made to establish industrial training ; 
but the Native minister in charge of the mission (Daniel M’zamo) has promised that an effort shall be 
made, when the school re-opens next year, to meet the requirements of the Edacation Law in this 


respect. 
Government aid has been withdrawn from the 
CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE SCHOOL. HIGH FLATS No. 2, 


and the school is now closed. It will be remembered that this school was reported as being in a very 
unsatisfactory state last year, and it was decided to withdraw the grant at the end of the year in 


consequence. 


THE AMERICAN MISSION TRAINING SCHOOL, AMANZIMTOTE, 


still continues to do good work, and was found to be in a satisfactory state when visited and inspected 


on the 11th of last November, The number of pupils at the above school is 43, and out of that number 37 
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were present at the inspection, five being over the age allowed. Four of the pupils were absent, having gone 
to the Amahlongwa to assist in the erection of a mission honse. At the inspection six pupils were pre- 
sented in Standard V., four out of the number passed, two failed in reading and translation. Out of seven 
presented in Standard IV., three failed in grammar and writing. Most of these pupils might have ranked 
in Standard V. in arithmetic. Six passed in Standard IT1., and ranked with Standard IV. in arithmetic. 
Thirteen passed in Standard II., and were much further advanced in arithmetic. Five young pupils who 


had but recently joined the school were not sufficiently advanced to be ranked in Standard I. 


The school was re-opened this year on the 4th of February, and continued in session till the 15th of 


June, when it broke up for the winter vacation, which lasted to the lst of August. 


There is an Industrial Department in connection with the above training school, at which 15 boys 
receive instruction in carpentering, joinering, and printing. Ont of the 15 boys employed in this depart- 
ment, four are apprentices, and work during the whole of the day, whilst the remainder only work during 
certain fixed hours. Two boys are receiving instruction in the art of printing. Many articles, compris- 
ing water-wheel, book-cases, tables, school benches, batten doors, window frames, &c., the work of these 
pupils, were inspected, and the workmanship was very creditable indeed. No great amount of work had 
been done in the printing department up to the time of my visit, owing to the want of type. 300 Ibs. had 
however just been obtained, and greater progress was anticipated, though the want of special kinds of 
type would still be felt. Four of the boys from the training school were subsequently seen at the 
Amahlongwa Mission-house, employed in fixing doors and windows, and appeared thoroughly to under- 


stand the work. 


Mr. Russell, the gentleman in charge of the Amanzimtote Training School, appeared to be eminently 
suited for the position he occupies, and there is just reason, in my opinion, to hope that this institution 


will become a success under his care. 


All the pupils at Amanzimtote are made to perform some useful work each day, and those not 
engaged with Mr. Russell are either employed in the grounds around the school-house or in the 


school-honse itself. 
The 
AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, DRONK VLEI, 


has ceased to exist, the grant in aid having been withdrawn at the end of 1885. 


AMERICAN MISSION FEMALE TRAINING SCHOOL, INANDA. 


This school was inspected on the 3rd June last. There were 34 girls present, which represents the 


total attendance. All the girls were within the ages allowed. 


Seven of the scholars were presented and passed in Standard III., 11 in Standard II., and 17 in 
Standard I. 


The school re-opened on the 11th of February, when 14 fresh scholars were admitted, in many 
instances having come from the different Primary Schools connected with the American Mission. One 


scholar has left since the inspection last year. 
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THE INANDA FEMALE TRAINING SCHOOL 


still maintains its position, as one of the model Native institutions of the Colony. 


The Government grants in aid of the following Schools— 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMZINYATI, 


and 


LINDLEY KRAAL SCHOOL, ENKUMBANE, 


were withdrawn—the former on the 30th of November, 1885, and the latter at the end of the same year. 


LINDLEY NATIVE KRAAL SCHOOL, EGUGWINI, 


was inspected on the 15th of May last. There were 30 scholars present (18 girls), four scholars 
over the age allowed. Out of 12 scholars presented in Standard I., seven passed, and though the 
remainder were unable to pass, yet their reading, both in English and Zulu, was very good, the pureness 
of accent in translating Zulu into English was remarkable. The writing was also fair. Two other 


scholars, not presented in the above Standard, could read and translate well. 


The school was re-opened in February last, and the average attendance for the months of March 
and April was 12 and 15 respectively. 


The improvement in this school since the inspection last year is marked. The children, who 
then appeared clad in dirty sheets, I found at last inspection neatly dressed in garments of their own 
making. Those who could barely spell through easiest Zulu words at the time of the former inspection 
were able to read both English and Zulu fluently, showing acquaintance with the meaning of the words. 
Last year the attendance was only 19; this year it has nearly doubled. 


It is with regret that I have to report the death of the teacher, Phillip, who appeared to possess 
special qualifications, and to whose efforts and tact the advancement made in the Egugwini School, was 
mainly due. Owing to the withdrawal of the grant, the services of the native woman who instructed 
the girls in needlework had to be dispensed with; but the teacher Phillip carried on the instruction 
himself as best hecould. This is the only teaching of an industrial character which could be imparted. 
The Council of Education has renewed the grant from the date of its withdrawal. 


THE AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMTWALUME, 


is divided into two schools—an intermediate and primary. These were both inspocted on the 17th of 
last November. There were 30 scholars present, out of which number 12 were girls. All the scholars 
were within the ages required by law. Four boys passed in Standard III very creditably; three in 
Standard IT, in all but grammar ; eight girls passed in Standard I, and might have ranked in Standard 
II in most subjects ; six others failed in Standard I, in arithmetic only. The school opened this year 
on the 8th March, and the average for the seven months following has been 23'3 per month 


The boys are made to do useful work, such as tree planting, making and keeping in order roads 
abont the mission and school premises. They have been employed for a portion of the present year 
assisting in the erection of # new church which has lately been built. The girls are instructed in needle- 


work twice a week. All the scholars appeared neat gnd clean. Reference to last year’s (1885) report 
13, EDUCATIONAL RETURNS—1868. 
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will show that the attendance at this school has increased, and it is a matter of satisfaction to me to be 


able to report that it is well conducted, and good work is being done. 


The attendance at the Primary School (inspected on the same day) was 37 (19 girls); four scholars 
under age. None were sufficiently advanced to be presented in Standards, but 17 were able to read easy 
words in English Primer. All read Zulu, nine well, and were also able to work easy sums in simple 
addition. This school opened on the 8th of last March. The averages taken for three months show a 
monthly attendance of 38. The school opened with 87 names on the register, which increased to 92, 
but owing to the necessity for re-building the school-house, many scholars had to be sent to their homes. 


The remarks on the intermediate school, with reference to industrial training, apply equally to this one. 
The attendance at the 


AMERICAN MISSION PRIMARY SCHOOL, UMZUMBE, 


has increased from 22—the number of scholars present at last year’s inspection—to 34, and the school 
has also shown progress in other respects during the present year. An inspection was held on the 18th 
of last November. Amongst the 34 scholars present were 24 girls; three of the children were under 


five years of age. 


Three scholars were presented in Standard II, but all failed to pass in arithmetic, being only able 
to work the first three rules; both their reading and dictation was good. Nine (three boys) passed in 


Standard I; six others were able to read easy sentences. 


The school opened this year on the 3rd of February, with 35 names on the register. The average 


monthly attendance for eight months has been 36°5. 


There is a Kindergarten Class in connection with the above school, attended by 22 of the younger 
children, which is a success—the children showing very great interest in that mode of receiving instruc- 
tion. The grant of £10 made by the Council of Education enabled those in charge to purchase the 


necessary plant. 


The girls are instructed in different kinds of needlework by the female teacher, and the boys have 
been busily employed this year in assisting in the re-erection of the Umzumbe Home and other build- 


ings. A namber of them are being instructed in the use of carpenters’ tools. 
The session this year closed earlier than usual, by permission of the Council of Education, at the 


AMERICAN MISSION HOME FOR GIRLS, UMZUMBE, 


owing to its having been found necessary to greatly enlarge the building, and the Home was not there- 
fore in session at the time of my visit, in November last. At that time the necessary alterations were 
almost completed, which will render the Home one of the finest establishments of the kind in the 
Colony. The building is now one of two storeys, the lower one being divided into dining-room, 
teachers’ rooms, class-room, laundry, kitchen, lavatory, store, and several other smaller rooms; whilst 
the upper storey is divided into dormitories, study, and teachers’ and girls’ workroom. The building is 
63 feet by 24 feet, and will provide ample accommodation for 60 girls. It is well constructed, of burnt 


brick, ceiled and floored throughout ; and every attention appears to have been paid to comfort and 
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health by Mr. Bridgman, the gentleman under whose supervision the alterations have been made. 
There is also a lean-to added to the main building, 30 feet by 24 feet, which forms store, bath-rooms, &c. 


A new school-room 38 x 24 ft. has been built near “ The Home,” and is connected by a covered way 
with the old school-house. This school will accommodate 45 pupils, leaving the old one to be used as 
class rooms and library. The alterations and additions at Umzumbe will cost £500, the greater portion of 
which sum has been contributed by ladies in America. Every branch of instruction has been provided 


for—cooking, sewing, and general household duties, amongst others, having a prominent place. 
Lady teachers have arrived from America, and are ready to assume duties next term. 


At the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, AMAHLONGWA, 


school duties were resumed on the 12th of last April, the school having been closed for over twelve 
months, to allow of the erection of a new school-honse. 23 scholars (12 girls) were present at the 
inspection held on the 15th of November. Two girls were presented in Standard II, and passed in all the 
subjects but grammar. 6 passed in Standard I, and some others, not sufficiently advanced to rank in 


that Standard, were able to read easy sentences both in English and Zulu. 


The average monthly attendance for six months previous to the inspection was as follows: April, 
33; May, 39; June, 39; August, 25; September, 19; October, 16. 


It will be seen that the attendance has fallen off considerably, a circumstance which is owing to most 
of the children being required to assist in preparing the land for the maize crop. The children present 
appeared intelligent, and the fact of their being backward in their studies is one for which they cannot 


be blamed, considering the long period during which the school has been closed. - 


The new school-room is constructed of stone and roofed with iron. No provision has been made 


for industrial training in the case of cither sex. 
The attendance at the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, IFUME. 


has fallen off since it was inspected in 1885 ; then there were forty-nine scholars present, whereas at the 
inspection held on the 13th of last November, they only numbered 34, 14 out of the number being girls ; 
nor has there been the improvement on the part of the scholars which might fairly have been expected. 
At the last inspection, 4 scholars (1 girl) were presented for examination under Standard II, and 3 out of 
the number passed. Seven (3 girls) were presented under Standard I, and all failed in arithmetic only, 
being able to work the 1st and 2nd rule. Their reading, however, both in English and Zulu was very 
correct. Seven others, not ranked in Standards, read both English and Zulu fairly, and worked 
sums in simple addition. The school opened on the 10th of last February, but owing to the school 
register not having been properly kept I am unable to give the monthly average since that date. 


Instruction in needlework is imparted to the girls, under the supervision of Mrs, Harris, three times in 
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each week. In some instances the scholars presented a very ragged and tattered appearance—so much 
so, that I felt it not only necessary to remonstrate with the parents present, but to tell them that unless 
there was a decided improvement in the appearance of these children, at next inspection I should be 


compelled to recommend withdrawal of the grant. 


The Ifume Station has been left for some time past without a Resident Missionary, which may 
possibly have caused the mission natives to become careless ; but this station is under the charge of Mrs. 
Harris, and the school under that of Jeremiah Mali (a new teacher), who holds a Ist class certificate as 
sach, and I venture to hope that I shall be enabled to present a more satisfactory report after the next 


inspection. 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE PRIMARY SCHOOL, AMANZIMTOTE. 


The attendance at the above school has incredsed since the session opened on the 10th of last 


Febraary. There were 47 scholars present at the inspection held in 1885, and 63 at last inspection—39 
out of that being girls. 


Nine (8 girls) were presented in Standard II, five passed, four failing in arithmetic only. The 
writing of all was exceptionally good, and the reading very creditable. Out of ten other scholars pre- 
sented for examination in Standard I.,8 passed. Other scholars not sufficiently advanced to rank in 


Standard I. were able to read English fairly, and Zulu fluently, also to work the first rule in arithmetic. 


The school may be looked upon as a feeder to the Amanzimtote Training School and other similar 
institutions, to which the scholars are passed after a certain time. Thirteen have gone to higher schools 
since last year. This fact will account for so few having been presented for examination in the higher 
Standards at last inspection, many of the scholars having only joined daring the present year. The 
average attendance for 8 months ont of the year has been 48:2. There is no provision made, in so far as 
the boys are concerned, for industrial training, but the girls have the advantage of being instructed in 
all kinds of needlework, under the direct supervision of Mrs. Ireland, who appears to take a great interest 
in and devotes adeal of time to the instruction of these girls. I may add that all the scholars appeared 


neatly dressed at inspection. 


The 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, IFAFA, 


was inspected on the 16th of last November. There were 18 scholars present (12 girls), all within the 
required ages. 

Two girls were presented for examination in Standard IL, but failed. Seven others in 
Standard I., but only two passed in all the subjects, though most could read fairly well, and work 
sums in simple addition. An cqual number were able to read easy sentences in English. The school 
opened on the 3rd January this year, and the monthly averages from March to October have been as 
follows :—March, 28; April, 47; May, 61; August, 21; September, 21; October, 21. The attendance 
will be seen to be very irregular at the above school. The high averages of some months are due to the 


influx of kraal children, who only attend for about three months oat of the year, and who I fear cannot learn 
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much in that time, or retain the little they may have learnt. The children present at the inspection (all 


of Amakolwa parentage) were neatly clad. There is no provision made for industrial instraction for 


either boys or girls. 


The 


AMERICAN NATIVE PRIMARY SCHOOLS, INANDA, 


Upper and Lower, were inspected on the 3rd of last June. There were 40 scholars present at the Upper 
School on that day (23 girls). Four were under the age allowed. 


Eleven scholars passed in Standard II. creditably in all subjects. and 24 in Standard I. The 
average monthly attendance since the opening of the school on the 8th of February this year, given for 


the first four months, was 29. 


Nine of the more advanced girls left the school at the end of the year (1885) for the purpose of 
continuing their education in the Girls’ Training School at Inanda. Ten fresh scholars were received 


into the school during the first term this year. 


Industrial training for the girls in the shape of instruction in needlework continues to be provided. 
There is no provision made for the boys. I found it necessary to remonstrate with many of the scholars 
on account of their dirty and slovenly appearance, some being absolutely in tatters. These scholars 
pleaded the poverty of their parents, which plea can scarcely be accepted, as a very trifling sum, 
expended judiciously, would provide all that is necessary in the shape of suitable clothing for the 


children. 


The attendance at the Lower School, which was inspected on the same day, was 57 (24 girls)—12 
children under the recognised age. Though some of these scholars were able to read both English and 
Zalu, none were sufficiently advanced to be ranked under Standard I. The monthly average attendance 
from February 8th to the end of May was 45'3. There were 73 names on the register. These children 
presented a fairly neat appearance. Both schools when last inspected were presided over by the same 


Native teachers as the year before. 


The attendance at the 
AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, MAPUMULO, 


on the 23rd of June last, the day on which the above school was inspected, was 43; out of that number 
25 were girls. Only one scholar wag under age. The session opened on the 15th of February, and the 
average attendance for that month was 46; for March, 48; for April, 50; and for May, 44. Seven of ° 
these scholars passed successfully in Standard II. Eighteen others were presented in Standard I, out of 
which number 1] passed ; the remainder, though failing in other subjects, were able to read fairly both 
in English and Zulu. There were others, too, who could read Zulu passably. 


Fourteen scholars out of the number given above only joined the school during the February term. 
None have left since the inspection in 1885, since which time there is a marked improvement notice- 
able in the school. A new teacher has been employed who appears to be much better fitted for the office 
than the last. 
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The girls are instructed in needlework, under the supervision of Mrs. Holbrook, the Resident Mis- 
sionary’s lady. The boys are without industrial instruction. The scholars, with few exceptions, pre- 


sented a neat appearance. 
AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, IMUSHANE. 


This school has gone on steadily improving since the inspection in 1885. This year’s inspection was 
held on the 25th of last June, when the attendance was 38 (13 girls). The session commenced in Feb- 
rnary last, and the average monthly attendance for that and the three succeeding months was 33. Four 
scholars passed in Standard II, and 8 in Standard I; others, though not sufficiently advanced to be ranked 
in the lst Standard, were able to read Zulu fluently. As has been said, this school shows a marked im- 
provement. During 1885, the scholars attending it were those from the homes of the Amakolwa around. 
This year, children from the neighbouring kraals, to the number of 13, have been regular attendants, and 
three out of that number are those of Jiyana, the Chief of the district. 


The school is under the charge of a Native teacher who was educated at Lovedale, and holds a cer- 
tificate of competency from that Institution. I regret to say that up to the time of the last inspection 
no provision was made as regards industrial training for either boys or girls. The scholars, with the 


exception of the kraal children were neatly clad. 


The number of scholars attending the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMVOTI. 


When the school was inspected on the 28th of June last, it was within four of the number present 
the year before, viz., 104. Out of the 100 present at inspection, 42 were girls, six of the scholars under 


age. 


Nine scholars were presented in Standard III. and passed; ten in Standard II., who passed in all 
but grammar; and eight in Standard I. Many others, though not snfficiently advanced to be ranked 
with those in Standard I., were able to read very fairly, and work sums in the lst rule in arithmetic. 
All manifested marked intelligence ; and I am gratified at being able to report the above school, which 


may be looked upon as a feeder to the higher schools, ds being ina very satisfactory condition. 


The school is still under the charge of Benjamin, the same Native teacher as last year, and his assis- 


tant, Henry. 


The girls are instructed in needlework of different kinds, under the supervision of Mrs. Rood. Up 
to the time of last inspection, this was the only provision made; but the Rev. D. Rood has had under 
consideration, and is trying to carry into effect, a scheme for supplying the deficiency in this and the other 
schools under his charge, so far as the boys are concerned. It may be as well to state that, though the 
boys attending the Umvoti School do not receive industrial instruction at the school itself, they are not 
entirely without such instruction, as most are employed daring certain portions of the year in and in 


connection with the Central Sugar Mill or the Groutville Station. 


School duties commenced on the 10th of February this year, and the average monthly attendance 
for that and the three following months has been 90, 
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AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMSUMDUZI, 


was visited on the 19th of last May, but was not inspected owing to the school not being in session at the 
time. There were 35 names on the register—13 girls. The school opened on the 1st of February last. 
The average attendance for that month was 36, for the one following 29, and for April 24, The girls still 


receive instruction in needlework. 


The attendance at the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, ESIDUMBINI, 


has fallen off since the inspection held last year. The number present on that occasion was 41. At last 
inspection there were only 24 present—12 girls. Ten out of this number were presented for examination 
under Standard I., in which 8 passed. Some of those not presented in Standard were able to read fairly 
in Zulu. The register showed 40 names. The school re-opened this year in February, the average 
attendance for the two months succeeding was—March, 31; April, 28. Ten of the most advanced scholars 
have left since the inspection last year—some to continue their education at the Inanda and Amanzimtote 
Training Schools, others have gone into service. The cause of the falling-off was stated by the teacher 
to be owing to the kraal natives having been busy in gathering their crops at the time of last inspection, 


but it was expected that they would attend again during the winter months. 


The girls continue to be instructed in needlework one afternoon during each week. The boys do not 
receive any industrial training. During the present year the school has been under the charge of a 


new teacher. 
This school was not in as satisfactory a state when last inspected as*during the previous year. 


Though I proceeded to the Inanda Location on the 18th of May last, for the purpose of inspecting 
the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, T’AFAMAS, 
I was unable to do so owing to an accident to my conveyance. 


THE AMERICAN MISSION SCHOOL, HLOKALOS. 


The grant was withdrawn from the above school at the’ end of last year, but an application having 


been made for renewed aid, I visited it on the 15th of May last. 


There were 30 scholars present on the above date (14 girls). Out of 15 scholars presented for exami- 
nation under Standard I., three passed in all subjects ; seven failed in arithmetic, being only acquainted 
with lst and 2nd rules. Others of the scholars not presented in Standard I. were able to read creditably 
both in English and Zulu, and was acquainted with the Ist rule in arithmetic. The school resumed duty 
on the 8th of last February. The average attendance for that month was 12°7, and for the month 
following 13:6. 


All the children from the Amakolwa homes rppeared neatly clad, but the kraal children, with the 
exception of the Chief Dhlokolo’s, presented a slovenly appearance, 
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Instruction in needlework is provided one hour each day for the girls attending the school. The 


boys are made to keep the approaches to the school-house in order. 
The Native teacher in charge appears to be very zealous, and suitable for the position. 


The Chief of the district (Dhlokolo) takes a great interest in the above school, some of his own 
children being amongst the most intelligent and advanced scholars. The school is situated in the midst 


of a large native population, and may become a very useful institution. 
THE AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, KRUIS FONTEIN, 
has ceased to exist, and the grant has been transferred to the 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMBIYANAS, 


which was not inpected, owing to the school not being in session at the time of my visit. 


AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOLS, GROUTVILLE KRAALS (Taree 1x Nemper). 


No. 1, Etembeni, was inspected on the 28th of last Jane. Twenty-nine scholars were present, 14 


being girls—three scholars over and one under the required age. 


Nine were presented, and five passed in Standard I.; ten others were able to read easy sentences in 
Zulu, and repeat a portion of the maltiplication table. The children appeared fairly neat. All the 


girls are instracted in needlework: 


The average monthly attendance for the first four months in this year was 27:2. The above school 
showed a falling-off in attendance up to the time of inspection, as the average last year was35. The 


same teacher still has charge. 


An inspection was held at 


GROUTVILLE KRAAL No. 2, GWA GUDU, 


also on the 29th of last June. The attendance was 38 (24 girls)—11 of the scholars were under six years 


of age. 


The average monthly attendance for the first four months of the year from the date of re-opening— 
the 10th of February—was 32'1. 


Two scholars passed in Standard II., and 8 in Standard I. All the children presented a particularly 


neat appearance. The girls at this school also are instructed in needlework of different kinds. 


THE GROUTVILLE KRAAL SCHOOL No. 3, HANGU’S, 


did not open this year until April 19th, owing to its having been found necessary to erect a new school. 


house, which could not be got ready before then, 
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The attendance at this year’s inspection was 29—16 out of this number being girls. Tne average 


daily attendance during April and May was respectively 28, 21. 


Two scholars, out of 7 presented, passed in Standard I. The others, fhough failing in requirements 


of the Standard, were able to work sums in simple addition and read fluently in Zulu. 


The children, all of whom are from the neighbouring kraals, appeared neat and clean. The girls 


receive instruction in needlework at the Mission House one day in each week. 


GROUTVILLE MISSION (AMERICAN) NATIVE SCHOOL, GROUTVILLE MEMORIAL, 


presented 47 scholars for inspection this year (30 girls)—7 scholars ander age. Work at above school 


commenced on the 17th of February last. 


Two scholars passed in Standard II. and 15 in Standard I.; 6 others were able to read well in Zulu 
and fairly in English. This school is also attended by kraal children. All the girls are instructed in 
needlework. I am unable to furnish information as to the monthly average attendances owing to the 


register having been imperfectly kept. 
The average monthly attendance at the 


GRONTVILLE MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMNYUNDWINI, 


for the first four months of the year was 40; 45 scholars being present at inspection ; out of the number, 
28 were, girls—9 children under the regulation age. The school opened for work on the 8th of last 
February. 


Two scholars were presented in Standard IT, but failed to pass. Hight were successful in Standard 
I. Some others were able to read fairly, both Zulu and English. As in the two preceding schools, all 
the scholars are from the kraals in the neighbourhood. 


There is no provision made for industrial training in the base of the boys, but the girls are provided 
with instruction in needlework. These Kraal and Grontville Mission Schools, are under the charge of 


Native teachers. 
HANOVERIAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, HERMANSBURG. 


An improvement has taken place in the above school since it was inspected last year, both as 
regards attendance and attainments of the scholars. The attendance at inspection in 1885 was 36; at 
this year’s, 48. The average monthly attendance for the first five months, since the school opened in 
February last, has been 40; 23 girls are included in this number. Seventeen scholars (13 girls) were 
presented at last inspection in Standard I, and passed creditably in all subjects; 12 others were able to 
read Zulu very fairly, and repeat portions of the multiplication table. 


The Rev. C. Otto until lately superintended the above school, which is presided over by a Native, 
who is not, in my opinion, sufficiently well educated (thougb zealous and painstaking) to have charge of 


such a school. Instraction in English has been given by Mr. Kuck, 
138, EDUCATIONAL RETURNS—1886, 
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The girls only receive industrial training; they are taught needlework under the supervision of 
Mrs. Otto. The improvement in this school, both in the appearance an 1 intelligence of the scholars, 


is marked. 
At the 
HANOVERIAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, ETEMBENI. 


Twenty-one scholars were present at the inspection this year, 13 out of that number being girls, 


aml five over age. 


Nine scholars were presented for examination under Standard I., and only four out of the number 
passed, and that with difficulty. All the scholars were very backward, which was accounted for by the 
Rev. H. Kohrs as being due to the fact that many of the more advanced scholars had left school 


during the present year, on account of the removal of their parents to the Buffalo River. 


The slovenly appearance presented by some of the scholars was severely commented upon, and also 
the unsatisfactory state of many with reference to their attainments. Mr. Kohrs informs me that owing 
to the low prices ruling for all kinds of produce, the station natives had found it hard to procure the 
ordinary necessaries of life, which would account for the tattered appearance of some scholars. There 
is a block of land, about 8 acres, laid off, in which the young men and boys are instructed in agriculture 
by Mr. Kohrs. Mrs. Kohrs, assisted by the Misses Kohrs, instruct the girls in needlework, besides 


superintending the school. 


The above school re-opened this year in January; the average monthly attendance for the six 


months succeeding—17°2 


T regret not being able to report upon the Etembeni School as being in a satisfactory state when 


last inspected, so far as the advancement and appearance of the scholars is concerned. 


The 


HANOVERIAN NATIVE SCHOOL, NEW HANOVER, 
was attended by 27 children when visited on the 6th of last November (14 girls). 


Nine scholars were presented for examination in Standard II. Five passed in all subjects; four 
failed in grammar and geography ; five other scholars passed in Standard I. Several others were able 


to read passably, and repeat the multiplication table up to six times. 


The monthly averages for the first six months of the year are 25°1. The school term this year 


began on the 6th of January. 


A new school-house has recently been erected, which is substantially built and affords suitable 


accommodation in all respects. 


The girls attending are instructed in needlework under the supervision of Mrs. Eberhart. Specimeng 


of their needlework were inspected, and gave evidence of neatness and care, 
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There is a decided improvement in the above school since the inspection last year. 


The Government grant in aid was withdrawn from the 
HANOVERIAN MIS:10N NATIVE SCHOOL AT MARBURG. 


at the end of last year, and it bas, therefore, not been inspected this year. 


The 


WESLEYAN MISSION EDENDALE TRAINING SCHOOL 


continues to hold its place as one of the first institutions of the kind in the Colony, and good work is 


being done et it. 


Out of the 22 pupil boarders presented for examiuation on the 17th of March last, eight passed in 
Standard IV., three in Standard III., six in Standard II., three in Standard I. Eleven of the boarders are 
over the recognised age. The objects of this institution having been fully dealt with in my last year’s 


Report, it will be unnecessary to recapitulate them. 


I may point out that the studies of these pupils are not confined to those set down in the different 
Standards, but embrace others, such as Scripture History, English History, several sciences, singing by 
note, &c. The institute is under the charge of the Rev. W. Baker, assisted by Saul Msane, a Native 


who was educated in the Cape Colony and who holds very high-class certificates. 
All the pupils receive industrial training of one kind or another. 


There is an Industrial Department in connection with the above Institute which will be found fully 


reported upon later on. 
WESLEYAN MISSION EDENDALE PRIMARY SCHOOL 


commenced duties this year in Febroary, with an attendance of 62 (32 girls), and was 


inspected on the 18th of March ; five of the scholars present there were under six years of age. 


Five parsed their examination very creditably in Standard ITII., 5 in Standard IT., and 2] in Standard 
I. A number of the remaining scholars were able to read in both English and Zulu, and work simple 
addition sums. The neatness of the children and the general surroundings, together with the perfect 
order displayed, reflect very great credit on those charged with the administration of the above school, 


and entitle it to special mention. 


The proportion of children passed under the different Standards bears testimony to the good work 
being done. 


BOYS INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT, EDFNDALE 


With the view of enabling the Wesleyan Mission to establish a more perfect system of industrial 
training at Edendale in connection with the Training and Primary Schools there, the Council of Educa- 


tion voted the sum of £150 as a gratuity, and an annual grant of £100, on the 31st of March. 


. 
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By this aid the mission has been enabled to erect a neat and suitable building of wood and iron, 
which was opened for use on the 17th of May last. This building is divided into two compartments, one 
being the carpenters’ shop, and the other a smithy ; both these rooms are fitted up with the requisites for 
carrying on the work of the respective departments, and everything bespeaks neatness and good work- 
manship—in fact, the Edendale Boys’ Industrial Department may fairly be characterised as creditable in 


every sense. A good selection appears to have been made in Mr. Wilkinson, the gentleman in charge. 


Ten boys from the Training and Primary Schools are employed there at present, and receive instruc- 
tion, alternately, morning and afternoon. Specimens of work done by these boys were closely inspected, 


and gave evidence of care and painstaking in the execution. 


The 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, ENDALENI, 


is another school at which good work is being done. At the inspection in October last, 56 scholars were 
presented for examination (21 girls). Out of this number two boys were presented in Standard IV, one 
passed creditably in all the subjects, the others failed in grammar and arithmetic. Six ont of 16 scholars 
presented in Standard III succeeded in passing, 4 passed in Standard II, and 6 out of 12 in Standard I, 
the rest failing in arithmetic, while 10 others were able to work simple addition sums, to repeat portions 


of the multiplication table, and to read fairly both in English and Zulu. 


The average monthly attendance as given below for six months will show that it has been very 


regular. From 1st March to end of September, 542. 


A sewing class has been cstablished, presided over by Mrs. Allsopp, at which the girls are instructed 
in needlework. There is no other industrial training provided, excepting that of keeping the school pre- 
mises in order on the part of the boys. The school is in charge of a Native teacher, but the Rev. J. 


Allsopp devotes much of his time and attention to it. 


As already stated, good work is being done at this school, which is in a satisfactory condition. I 


regret to report the destruction of the large school-house by a storm since the last inspection. 
WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, KLEIN FONTEIN, 


is one of the two schools established under the above mission, on a property comprising some thonsang& 
of acres, about 16 miles to the west of Ladysmith, purchased and owned by Christian natives from Eden- 


dale and other stations. 


The above school was visited and inspected for the first time on the 28th of Angnst last, 40 scholars 
being present (21 girls). Nine (5 girls) were presented and passed creditably in Standard III. Three 
passed in Standard II., and 12 (7 girls) in Standard I, The term commenced this year on lst February, 
and the average monthly attendance for 5 months succeeding has been 442. The girls receive instruc- 


tion in different kinds of needlework. All the boys assist their parents in farm work. 


The scholars were neatly clad, and proved to be intelligent. The school is in a satisfactory state in 


all respects, and does credit to the Native teacher, Solomon Kumalo. 
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I regret to say that the reports on the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, VERULAM, 
and that on the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, PIETERMARITZBURG, 


were not considered by the Council of Education to be of such a satisfactory nature as to warrant the 


continuance of the grants in aid, which were consequently withdrawn on the 30th of June last. 
WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, DRIE FONTEIN, 


the other school referred in connection with that of Klein Fontein, proved on inspectionmwhich 


was held on the same day—to be in an equally satisfactory condition. 


Forty-seven scholars were present (27 out of the number being girls)—the number of namos on the 
register being 51. Four scholars were over age. Nine (5 girls) presented in Standard III. passed 
creditably ; 2 out of 8 (4 girls) failed in Standard 11.; whilst 11 passed in Standard I. School term 
commenced on the Ist of last February; the average monthly attendance for that and the four succeed- 
ing months being 50. This school is also presided over by a Native teacher, William M’Tembu. What 


has been said of Klein Fontein School with reference to the neatness of scholars applies equally to this. 


Up to the time of inspection no provision had been made for industrial training in the case of 
either sex; but I may here point out that since my visit the question has had careful consideration, and 
a scheme is being developed which will meet all requirements under that head. Workshops and other 
suitable buildings are either in course of erection or soon will be, ander competent masters, with a view 
to instructing the boys in different trades; and in aid of the enterprise the Council of Education has 
voted the sum of £150 as a gratuity, and has further promised to give the question of an annual grant 


in aid consideration, after the satisfactory establishment of the department. 


A marked improvement was noticeable at the 
WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, CEDERA STATION, 


when last inspected on the 2nd of November. The attendance was 36, with 42 names on the register, 
as against 19 the year before (1885). The advancement made by the scholars was also marked. The 


proportion of girls was 21. 


Four scholars (2 girls) passed in Standard III. in all subjects but translation. Out of 8 others (6 
girls) presented in Standard II., two failed to passin translation. In the case of these scholars, and those 
presented in Standard III., all were able to work higher rules in arithmetic than those required. Their 
reading in English, too, was exceptionally good, though they failed to give correct translation of some 
words. Five, out of 11, failed to pass in Standard I. Many of the other scholars were able to read 
Zulu well, and work simple addition sums. The average attendance given for five months has been 


39°1. School duties were resumed on the 5th of February this year. 


The Native teacher, Elias Kumalo, deserves great credit for the way he has conducted the school, 


The girls receive instruction twice a week in needlework. 
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The grant in aid was withdrawn from the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, LANGE KOP, DRAVENDE, 


in May last, owing to the Inspector’s report on the school not being considered satisfactory by the Council 
of Education. 


The grant to the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, WENTWORTH (tare UMBILO), 


was withdrawn on the 30th of September, 1885. 


That to the 
WESLEYAN NATIVE MISSION SCHOOL, ENDWEDWO, 


on the 30th of last June. 


In the case of the 
WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE NIGHT SCHOOL, PIETERMARITZBURG 


as well as the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE NIGHT SCHOOL, DURBAN, 


the grants in aid ceased at the end of 1885, as resolved by the Council af Education. 
WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, GEORGE DALE, 


was inspected for the first time on the lst of May last The attendance was 26 (16 girls). The above 
number appeared to be three above the average, but owing to the incorrect way the register was kept I 
found it impossible to arrive at the actual average. Thirty-five names appeared on the register, but it 


was explained that a number of scholars were absent through sickness. 


Ont of the 26, 12 passed in Standard I., and half this number, with the exception of grammar, might 
have been presented in Standard II. The school is presided over by a Native girl, who received some 
training at the Inanda. She is suitable for the position owing to the number of girls attending the 
school. .The building, though wattle-and_daub, is suitable for school purposes. No provision is made for 
ndustrial training in the case of either boys or gir.s. All the children appeared neat and clean, and very 


intelligent. 


There are a number of families on the George Dale Station, which is under the charge of a Native 
minister, and all appear to take a deep interest in the education of their children, In my opinion the 


above school requires more white supervision. 
The register of the 


WESLEYAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, DRONK VLEI, 


showed the names of 48 as attending the school. Thirty-one were present at last inspection held in 


October ; ont of those present 16 were girls. 
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Eight out of 9 scholars (4 girls) presented failed to pass in Standard II, in both grammar and arith. 
metic; 13 out of 16 passed in Standard I, four others could read indifferently, and were able to work easy 
sums in simple addition. Duties were said to have commenced on the 5th of last January, but the 
register failed to show such to have been the case, or to give a proper record of attendance until April; 


for this reason the monthly average attendance cannot be given. 


There is no provision made for industrial training. A new school-house has been recently built 


which will be moresuitable than that lately in use. 


In view of the non-compliance with that portion of the Education Law which prescribes industrial 
training, the withdrawal of the grant in aid to the above school is under consideration by the Council 


of Education. 
I have to report the 
SCOTCH MISSION TRAINING SCHOOL, PIETERMARITZBURG, 


as doing good work, and being satisfactory in all respects. Out of the 54 scholars presented for 
inspection in March last—13 girls, one boy over the recognised age—six passed in Standard III, five 
in Standard II., and the same number in Standard I. Out of the 38 below Standards, a number were 
able to read fairly, and work the first and second rules in arithmetic. The scholars appeared neat, 


with one or two exceptions. 


Instruction in needlework is imparted to the girls. 
SCOTCH MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, CEDERA. 


The namber of ‘scholars attending this school has doubled. Fourteen were in attendance at the inspec- 
tion last year, 32 at the one held on the 2nd of November last, 13 being girls and two children under age. 
Owing to the imperfect way in which the school register has been kept, I am unable to furnish infor- 
mation as to the average attendance since the opening of this year’s term. The term commenced on 
the 4th of last January. Out of the 32 scholars inspected on the 2nd of November, three (one boy) 
were presented in Standard IT., but failed in grammar and geography ; five passed in Standard I., and 


nine others were able to read well, repeat tables up to eight times, and work simple addition sums, 
There is no provision made for industrial training in the case of either boys or girls. 
The school is under the care of a Mative teacher. 
The 


SCOTCH MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, EMPOLWENI, 
which was inspected on the 5th of last November, is one of the larger Native Primary Schools of the 
Colony, and has 156 names on the school register. The average attendance for nine months of the 
present year has been 93:4. The number present on the day of inspection was 103 (44 girls), and 13 


scholars under age. 


Eight scholars passed creditably in Standard III., 11 (three girls) in II., and 25 in I. A number of 
the younger scholars were able to read simple sentences, repeat the multiplication table, and woak 


simple addition sums, 
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The girls are instructed in needlework of different kinds during three afternoons in the week, and 
the boys have been engaged in tree-planting and keeping the grounds around the school-house in order. 


Measures for providing the boys with instruction in different trades are under consideration. 


The sehool is under the charge of one Knropean and two Native assistant teachers. The term 
began on the 4th of January last, and school duties have been kept steadily on, with the exception of a 


few days’ holiday in winter. 
SCOTCH GORDON MEMORIAL SCHOOL. 


The above school was visited on the 19th of last August, but not inspected owing to ita not being in 
session at the time. It was explained that the scholars had not re-assembled since the end of last term, 
owing to the absence of the Rev. Dr. Dalzell, who was on a visit to Scotland at the time, but who would 


return in the course of a few weeks with a staff of teachers. 


There are in reality three different establishments under the head of the Gordon Memorial School, 
viz., a Boarding School for Native boys; a Home for girls, and a Station Day school.. The Boys’ Boarding 
School is under the charge of Dr. and Mrs. Dalzell. The Home for Native girls ander that of the Misses 

Lorimer, and the Day school is attended by all, in addition to scholars from the Native homesteads 


around the mission. 


The following information was obtained :— 


The attendance at the Day school as shown by the register for the first term this year was as 
follows :— January 18: Eight boys from the Station, 10 girls from the Home; February 27: Nine 
boys from the Station, 18 girls foom the Home; March 26: Sixteen Station boys, 10 girls from the 
Home. The same number for April; in May, 28 attended, 9 boys and 7 from around the Station, and 


12 girls from the Home. The same numbers in June. 


The number of boarders range from 14 to 17. Many applications have been refused, but fresh 
dormitories have been built to meet the demand. These boarders come from great distances. Besides 
attending the Day school, instruction is imparted in the evening. The boys are under the direct super- 
vision of Dr. Dalzell, and their dormitories form a portion of the house. As industrial training, they 
are required to work in the gardens and field, erect fences, and assist in the erection of buildings, cook 
their own food, clean the rooms, and wash their own clothes. Work done by these boys—stone-fencing, 


building, laying off blocks of land for cultivation, é&c.—was seen, and appeared to be very well done. 
The Girls’ Home is under the immediate supervision of the Misses Lorimer, who impart instruction 


in all kinds of needlework and household duties. The several departments were thoroughly inspected, 


and proved satisfactory in every sense. 


BERLIN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, NEW GERMANY. 


The total attendance at the above school, as shown by the register, has been 68 (34 boys), with an 
average daily attendance of 453. The school duties have been carried on 186 days during the past year, 
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Thirty-five of the scholars receive instruction in English, and 33 in Zulu only; 10 are able to read 
narrative (English) containing words of two or more syllables. Out of the total number of scholars, 40 
are able to write a fair small hand, 24 to work sums up to simple division, and three in compound 


rules. 
Twenty-two girls receive instruction in plain sewing. 


Mr, Posselt, the recipient of the grant in aid, has, with a view of meeting the requirements of the 
Education Law, established a carpenter’s department in connection with the above schoul, at which six 


boys receive instruction. 
The attendance at the 
BERLIN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, EMMAUS, 


numbered 31 on the 2nd of last September, on which date the inspection was held. Out of that num- 
ber 13 were girls. All the scholars fulfilled the requirements of the law as regards age. Five (two girls) 
presented in Standard II passed, Eleven (six girls) passed in Standard I; most of the remainder were 
able to read and write easy sentences in both English and Zulu, and work simple addition sums. The 
scholars were in most cases neatly attired, and the way the school is conducted reflects credit on the 


Native teacher in charge. 


The school commenced duties this year on the Ist of January, and the average monthly attendance 
for the six months following has been 20. 


No provision has been made for industrial training in the case of, the boys, and the girls’ sewing 
class had been discontinued shortly before the school was inspected, but it was to be resumed at an early 


date, and provision for imparting some kind of industrial training to the boys was to be made, 


The grant to the 


BERLIN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, INCHANGA, 
was withdrawn at the end of last year. 
THE BERLIN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOLS, KOENIGSBERG, 


is situated near the extreme north-west boundary of the Colony, under the Drakensberg, and is an old- 
established one. It was inspected for the first time on the 24th day of August last. The names on the 


school register number 64; 41 out of this number were present at the inspection (32 girls). 


Three scholars were presented in Standard II and passed; 10 in Standard I also passed. There 
were others not sufficiently advanced to be ranked in Standard I, who could read Zulu fairly, and work 


simple addition. All were specially good at geography. 


The register showed an average monthly attendance for the first six months of the year of 34. The term 
began on the 4th of January, and ended on the 30th ol June. School is held in the Native chapel, which 


meets all requirements. 
M4. EDUCATIONAL RETURNS—1836, 
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Employment is found for the boys during certain portions of each day in the garden and grounds, 
and instruction in tree-planting, cultivation, &c., is given by the Rev. A. Prozesky. The girls have 
lessons in needlework of different kinds, knitting, &c., under the supervision of Mrs. Prozesky. 
Specimens of work done were inspected, and were very creditable. The girls are taken into the mission- 


honse by turns and instructed in domestic dutics. 


As the boys attending the school grow old enough they are taken for service on the mission farm, 
and instructed in stone fencing, the proper mode of planting crops, ploughing, harrowing, irrigation, 
&c. A large block of land, very neatly fenced in with stone, was under cultivation at the time the school 
was visited. Ten acres were to be planted with trees this season, all of which work the boys will 


assist at. 


Some miles of stone fencing, the best I have ever seen, has been for the most part constructed by 


these scholars, who are also taught the use of carpenter's tools, plastering, and thatching. 


Many of the youths and girls instructed by Mr. and Mrs. Prozesky have married and settled down 
around the mission, on plots of land allotted to them, and their different homesteads present a very neat 
and pleasing appearance, planted around, as they are, with trees. All,bespeaks order and thrift and good 


training. 
NORWEGIAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMPUMULO. 


Owing to the fact of the winter vacation having commenced in June instead of in July at the above 


school, I was unable to inspect it on the 23rd of June last, the day of my visit. 


The total number of names on the school register was 59, and the average attendance as recorded 
for the first five months of the year was 342. The term commenced this year on the 11th of January, 
and closed on the 28th of May. I pointed ont the irregularity with reference to the vacation to Mr. 
Braadveet, the gentleman in charge of the school, who explained that the arrangement had been made 
before receipt of the circular fixing vacations, and that the number of months teaching required by 


circular would be given. 


The girls at the above school are instructed in needlework twice in the week. No provision is made 


on behalf of the boys in respect cf industrial training. 
The grant in aid to the 


NORWEGIAN MISSION NATIVE KRAAL SCHOOL, UMPUMULO, No. 2, 


and that to the 


NORWEGIAN MISSION NATIVE KRAAL SCHOOL, UMPUMULO, No. 3, 


were withdrawn on the 30th of September, 1885. 


WESLEYAN MISSION (Lark UNDENOMINATIONAL) NATIVE SCHOOL, IXOPO. 


The above school was inspected on the 23rd of October this year. Seventeen scholars were present 


—nine girls. 
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Four scholars (one girl) presented in Standard I. passed creditably. Three others could read English 
very fairly, and work sums in simple addition. Zulu is not taught, in:compliance with the wishes of 


the parents. 


The average monthly attendance for seven months out of the year has been 15. The school opened 


on February the 3rd. 


No provision is made for industrial training for cither sox. There is a lack of the necessary school 


material, maps, books, blackboards, &c. 


The grant in aid to the 
UNDENOMINATIONAL NATIVE SCHOOL, KWEZI LA MACI, 


was withdrawn at the end of 1885 owing to the small attendance, and also to the fact thut no provision 


had been made to meet the requirements of the law as regards industrial training. 


During my late southern tour of inspection this school was visited again, and found to have 
improved to such an extent that at the last meeting of the Council of Education, held on the 29th instant, 
it was resolved that the grant in aid should be revived, and increased to £30 per annum from the lst of 


January next. 


The attendance at the inspection held on the 24th of last month was 22 (seven girls), one under age. 


Six scholars presented in Standard I. passed, and others not presented in Standards were making 


very fair progress in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 


Owing to my visit having been made during the busiest part of the planting season, most of the 


more advanced scholars were absent, preparing the land. 


It will be seen, when even the attendance as given above is contrasted witl that of the year befora 


—viz., six—that a great improvement has taken place. 


The Rev.’A. Aitcheson appears to have done all in his power to comply with the requirements 
of the law. 


Several buildings have been erected lately, amongst them a substantial workshop, with forge, 


carpenters’ benches, and other requisites for carrying on the carpentering and blacksmithing. 


A suitable man has been engaged (a native who served his time to wagon-building), who attends 
three afternoons in the week to instruct in the different branches. Four boys are receiving instruction, 
and some specimens of their work seen were creditable to beginners.’ The workshop has already been 


patronised by residents in the vicinity for the repair of ploughs and other implements. 


Mrs. Aitcheson has established a sewing class for the girls attending the school, at which they 
receive instruction in different kinds of needlework, and under this lady’s supervision really good work 


is being done. 


The school-room has also been improved, and is now in a suitable state for the purpose. 
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The average attendance for the months of July, August, September, and October was 24. 


UNDENOMINATIONAL SCHOOL.—HOPEVALE (ars ROCK FONTEIN) NATIVE SCHOOL 


(UNDENOMINATIOAL) 


is another school from which Government aid was withdrawn on the Ist of August last year. By that 
time the school had Rock Fountein at ceased to exist, but teaching was resumed at Hopevale, a place some 


miles distant, which was (at the solicitation of the Rev. E. S. Clarke, the gentleman previously in receipt 
of the grant,) inspected on the 27th of October last. 


There were 19 scholars present (nine girls). Four European children, sons of Messrs. Comry and 


Clarke, also attend this school. 


Two girls were presented in Standard II., one failed in arithmetic—the other passed in all sub- 
jects; five others were presented and passed in Standard I., with the exception of one who failed in 
arithmetic; four other scholars read fairly, and worked easy sums in simple addition. All the children 


were neat and clean. 


Hopevale School was removed to its present site by Mr. Clarke on account of the district being 
more thickly populated by natives than that around Rock Fontein. The school was opened on the 19th 
of August, last year, and continued in session till the 18th of December. It was re-opened on the 20th 
of January last, and has continued in session till the 18th of June, beginning the second session on the 


2nd of August last. 


The number as shown by the register represents the average attendance. A Native teacher is in 
charge, who appeared well fitted for his duties. The school-house is suitable, though wattle-and-daub, 
with iron reof. The girls are instructed in needlework by the teacher’s wife, and sew well. The boys 


are without industrial instruction. 


Mr. Clarke’s application for a renewal of the grant to this school has been favourably considered by 


the Council, and the grant will be renewed from the Ist of January next. 
HANOVERIAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, EHLANZENI. 


A grant in aid, amounting to £50 per annum, was made to the above school, taking effect from the 
first of the year. An inspection was held on the 13th of August last. Fifty-two scholars were present 
(16 girls); four girls and 16 boys were over the age allowed. 


Ont of 11 young men and boys presented in Standard II., eight passed in all subjects—three failed 
in arithmetic. 


Seventeen scholars —6 girls—were presented in Standard I., 9 failed to pass in arithmetic, but 


their reading both in English and Zulu was, as well as their writing, exceptionally good. 
The greater proportion of the remaining scholars could read very fairly in Zola. 


All the scholars reside on the premises, and therefore the number on the register represents the 


average attendance, 
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The Ehlangeni School is essentially an industrial school. All the food consumed is grown by the 
scholars. Since the inspection last year, the scholars have been engaged in making roads, sawing wood 
in the different bushes for use in the construction of a new church which was in course of erection 
at the time of my visit. They have assisted in the erection of the church, which is of burnt brick (made 
by the scholars), and is 62ft. x 30 x 16; all the foundation-stones were dressed by the boys. Farther, 
they have grown 300 muids of mealies, 3 acres of potatoes, 3 acres of corn, and 3 of barley, a considerable 


quantity of forage, and farther prepared fresh land for next season. 


There is a Training School (a branch of the other), at which 14 students attend. All those who 
were studying last year have left, either to start fresh missions and schools or assist as teachers. The 
object of this school being to give a certain number of young men special training as evangelists and 
teachers. Those at present under instruction have only joined during the present year—that will 
account for their not being far advanced with their studies. These boys come from other missions, and 


are expected to finish a three years’ course. The other scholars are from the kraals in the district. 
The girls assist in the gardens, and are instructed in domestic duties by Mrs. Reibeling. 


School duties are commenced at 6 a.m. and continued until 8 a.m.; are resumed again at 7 p.m. and 


continued till 11 p.m.: the time intervening being occupied in labour. 


A number of the boys have been formed into a band, and practice is still continued ; and though not 


as efficient as last year, owing to so many of the best musicians having left, still it is very creditable. 
All the scholars presented a neat appearance. 


The Ehlanzeni School reflects great credit on the Rev. J. Reibeling and his assistants, Mr. Gevers 
and the Native teacher, Tobias. 


SWEDISH MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, OSCARBERG, 


was inspected for the first time on the 19th of August last. Seventeen scholars were present (7 boys 


and 10 girls), representing the total number of names on the school register. 


Two scholars were presented for examination in Standard II., but failed to pass. Two out of nine 
presented in Standard I. passed. Thongh the others failed in the Standard, all were able to read 


fluently in Zulu and work easy addition sums. 


The lady in charge of the school explained that some of the best scholars (nine in number) had left 


since the last term. 


There is a Girls’ Home attached to the Mission, from which all the girls attending the school, with 
the exception of one, come. These girls are instructed in all domestic duties, the Home having been 
established with a view of bringing up young native girls as useful domestic servants. No stated time 
is fixed for which the girls going into the Home must remain. They are sent by their parents for the 
purpose of being instructed, some coming even from Zululand. The Home was inspected and proved 


satisfactory in all departments. All the scholars presented a particularly neat and clean appearance, 


It is worthy of note that the handwriting of all the scholars was good. 
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ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, ST. FRANCIS XAVIER. 


This school is sitaated on the Bluff, opposite the head of the Bay, and in the centre of a native 
community comprising some 150 families, which would otherwise be left entirely without any tuition for 
the children or other civilising influences. This community is a fixed one, and no doubt will increase 


year by year. 


The school was visited on the 10th of March last. The attendance numbered 40 (15 girls), seven 


under the required age. Four were European children. 


As the visit was made more with a view of satisfying the Council of Education as to the condition 
and suitability of the school rather than the proficiency of the scholars—an application having been ; 
made for a grant in aid—they were not examined under the Standards. I may say, however, that a fair 
proportion were able to read fairly and work the first and second rules in arithmetic. School is held in 
the chapel, which, though a wood and iron structure, is well built, and meets all requirements, every 
attention having been paid to the comfort of the children. The boys are instructed in basket-making 
and tailoring. In the latter branch, instruction is imparted during three hours of each school-day, and 
the former, three hours during three days in the week. These boys also receive instruction in agri- 


culture, under the superintendence of a European connected with the Mission. 


The girls are instructed in needlework, washing, ironing, and other household duties by one of the 
Sisters ; as was explained, the aim being to render them good and useful domestic servants, and it 


appeared to me that the means taken were likely to secure the end in view. 


An annual grant in aid of £50 was made to the above school, dating from the lst of April last. 


CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA NATIVE SCHOOL, ST. LUKE'S, 


is another new school situated near the Umzimkulwana, Alfred County. As the Rev. E. H. Booker, 
under whose charge it is, had applied to the Council of Education for a gratuity to aid in defraying the 
expense of establishing an industrial department, and an annual grant in aid, the above school was 


visited in November last. 


The number of names on the school register was 49; 40 (17 girls) were present at the time of my 


visit. 


At the inspection held, eleven scholars (7 girls) weret presented in Standard II., and passed in all 
subjects but grammar. Nine were able to work compound rules, ranking in Standard III. in arithmetic. 
Six others (3 girls) passed in Standard I. Seven others were able to read fairly both English and Zulu 


and work simple addition sums. 


A large building containing 10 rooms has !ately been erected, which is intended as a boarding and 


day school, and is suitable for the purpose. ‘there are at present 14 boarders. 


A short distance from the main building is a large workshop, lately completed, where instruction is 
given in carpentering, blacksmithing, and wagon-making, under European supervision. Four boys were 
under instruction at the time of my visit; others will be taken into the workshop when they are ready— 


at present most are young. 
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This mission is unlike most others, in not having any land attached to it in the way of a grant; Mr. 
Booker relying entirely on the voluntary system, which he believes will work better. A great deal of 
good work has been done, and under Mr. Booker's management the success of St. Luke’s School may be 


fairly anticipated. 


A gratuity of £100 has been made by the Council in aid of the industrial department, and an 
annual grant of £50, which took effect from the lst of October. 


CHURCH OF SOUTH AFRICA ST. MARGARET’S HOME FOR GIRLS, PIETERMARITZBURG. 


The above Home for Native ‘girls was opened in 1879, with the object of instracting them in 


domestic duties. 


Twenty-eight girls had been admitted (up to March last) since its establishment, some of whom 
have entered into service. There are at present 12 girls at the Home, ranging in ages from 5 to 14 
years. They are instructed in all domestic daties, and are taken on the understanding that they remain 
a sufficient time to receive thorough instruction. The parents are supposed to pay £2 per annum with 


each child, but, with few exceptions, fail to do so. 


There is a school in connection with St. Margaret’s Home, with an attendance of 21 children. 
Both the Home and school were inspected on the 29th of gMarch last, and a grant%in aid amounting to 
£12 per annum has been made by the Council of Education during the present year. The Home is 


under the care of Miss Sarney. 
The 


WESLEYAN MISSION (EDENDALE) NATIVE GIRLS’ SCHOOL 


s another of those schools which have received Government aid for the first time during the present 
year. A grant in aid to the above school, to the amount of £50 per annum, was made, beginning from 
the lst of April, after the first inspection, held on the 18th of March. A second inspection was 


held on the 7th instant, when 22 girls, representing the total attendance, were present. 


Two girls were presented in Standard IV., and passed in all subjects but grammar; but in arith- 


metic all were able to work sums in higher rules than those required by the above Standard. 


Out of 10 girls presented in Standard III, five failed to pass in arithmetic, but showed con- 


siderable advancement in other subjects. 


Six passed creditably in Standard II, and were able to comply with the requirements of Standard 


III in most subjects. Three passed in Standard I 


The girls are instructed in different kinds of needlework, one and a half hours daily, during each 


school day, with the exception of Fridays, which aro devoted to instraction in household duties. 


The Edendale Girls’ School is a model institution, and in every sense reflects very great credit on 
Miss Tarboton, the lady in charge. Samples of needlework done by some of the girls have been sub- 
mitted to the Council of Education for inspection. 
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AMERICAN MISSION NATIVE SCHOOL, UMZUMBE RIVER. 
A grant in aid amounting to £12 per annum was made to the above school during -last year, taking 
effect from the Ist of April. The school has been inspected twice—the first time during 1885, and the 
second on the 18th of last November. On the latter occasion ten children were present, three being 


girls. 


None of the children were sufficiently advanced to be presented in Standards; three, however, could 
read English and Zulu, and repeat the multiplication table; three others could read easy sentences in 
Zula, and repeat the table up to six times. None of these scholars were acquainted with arithmetic. 


There were 13 names on the school register. The average attendance for seven months has been 14:8. 


The scholars did not present a very neat appearance, which was pointed ont and commented upon. 
In explanation, it was stated that the parents were very poor, but a promise was made that the question 


of better clothing should have due attention at the opening of next school term. 


The girls attending the above school are instructed in needlework at the Umzumbe Home. No 


provision has been as yet made for the boys as regards industrial training. 








GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is a matter of gratification to me to be able to furnish what I venture to hope may be considered 


a satisfactory report on the different aided Native Schools for the past year. 


A marked improvement generally has been observable both in the scholars and the mode of 
teaching. The issuing of uniform registers to all the schools has been beneficial, in establishing a mach 
better system of recording the attendance at these schools, and has tended, further, to furnish more 
trustworthy information generally. It will take time, however, to get many of the Native teachers to 
keep these records as carefully as they should be kept. 


Classifying the scholars in Standards has also proved a step in the right direction, in enabling those 
concerned the better to judge of their attainments in giving the teachers a standpoint from which to 
start ; and, further, in making the scholars themselves acquainted with the subjects to which they may 
hope to attain, 


That 638 scholars out of the total number succeeded in passing may be considered satisfactory, 
especially when it is taken into consideration what they have, as natives, to contend with. It will be 
borne in mind, too, that the number recorded represents only those who succeeded in passing satis- 
factorily in all the subjects laid down in the respective Standards under which they were examined ; 
and that, though numbers failed in one or two of the subjects (in many instances, grammar and 
geography), that in others, particularly arithmetic, they were far in advance uf the requirements of the 
Standards in which they fuiled. : 


The system being new to both teachers and scholars, it was scarcely understood what was required ; 


but now that they are getting more familiar with the Standards and the mude of working, there is 
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every reason to believe that the numbers passing successfully will greatly increase during the next 


year. 


The necessity for Native teachers being better qualified for their duties having engaged the 
attention of the Council of Education, it was resolved that Government. Certificates—Ist, 2nd, and 3rd 
Class—for Native teachers should be prepared, and a Board of Examiners appointed to examine 


candidates for certificates under Standards, a copy of which is annexed. 


An examination of candidates will be held in Pietermaritzburg on the 10th of January next, when, 


no doubt, such schools as Amanzimtoti and Edendale will supply their quota. 


Though the Native teachers appear to have shown more interest in their work and done better 
during the past year, yet in many instances the remarks made with reference to them in last year's 


report still hold good. 


The question of employing pupil teachers is still under the consideration of the Council of Educa- 


tion. 


How to meet the requirements of the Education Law in regard to industrial training for the scholars 
attending the different Native Schools, is a question which is demanding the attention of those respon- 
sible for the education of the Natives, and is one which presents many difficulties to be overcome, 


especially at those schools situated in outlying districts, better known as “ kraal schools.” 


So far as the girls are concerned, it is not difficult to meet the requirements of the Law, by giving 
them instruction in needlework; but without a considerable outlay, entirely beyond the means of those 
who, having at heart the desire of benefiting the Native races of this Colony, have established these 
schools, it is difficult to see how any systematic industrial training can be provided for the boys; and it 
would, in my opinion, be a misfortune were any of these schools, which can be shown to be doing really 
good work, to suffer a withdrawal of a grant, amounting to a few pounds per annum in many cases, in 
consequence—for these schools have their use. Lying, as many do, in the heart of Kafir locations, they 
are little centres from which civilizing influences may be spread, however small and imperfect those 
influences may be. And there are, at this moment, many bright examples in the cases of both Native 
men and women, who were first brought out of the darkness of heathendom through the influences of 


kraal school teaching. 


At larger centres the conditions of the Law can be more fully complied with; and that there is a 
desire for such compliance on the part of those upon whom the responsibility rests, such places as 
Amanzimtoti, Edendale, and St. Luke’s Industrial Departments, together with Umzumbe and St. 
Margaret’s Homes, Edendale, and other Girls’ Schools, bear testimony. 


Having regard to the relatively small sum contributed by the Government towards the education 
of the Natives, I think the Council of Education may fairly take credit to itself for the general satisfactory 
progress which has been made since the passing of the Native Education Law in 1884.

year being 664, or about 80 per cent. of the actual working number on roll. 


10, It will be observed that the attendance at the Board Schools has decreased by 21. The average 


attendance, however, remained at the same figure as in 1885, viz., 93. As a further set off the attend- 


ance at Aided Schools was greater by 243 than in the previous year, the average attendance also showing 


an increase of 88. 


11, The attendance includes every scholar on roll at any time during the year. The average 


attendance of each School is found by adding together the whole of the registered attendances and 


dividing the total by the number of school days in the year.

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16. It will be seen from the above that of 797 on roll there were 670 present and 330 examined. 
So that ont of a possible 990 passes 851 or 85 per cent. were gainel. The employment of the Mauritius 
First Standard of the Second Grade has greatly swelled the number of passes, but 63 were in Standard 
IV. Grammar and Geography were weak—a reflection of the teacher's own weakness in these subjects. 
Reading, Recitation, Writing, both Dictation and Copies, and Arithmetic, were eminently satisfactory on 


the whole. 


17. No School has been wholly unsatisfactory daring this year, although some have not been able, 
for various reasons, to show equally good results with the others, and there is room for improvement in 


many respects. 


18. I can speak with unqualified praise with regard to the three Board Schools. The greatest 


pains have been taken by the teachers, and the resnit has been very good. 
19. The Railway School has done exceedingly well. 


20. The Durban School (Mr. Troughton) has the largest attendance. It is the only school in which 
sewing and singing are systematically taught. A Drawing Class has also been formed during the past 
year by Miss Burges, a certificated Kensington Art Student, who finds “the boys show unusual aptitade 
“ for drawing, both for freehand and the life.’ The scholars acquitted themselves well in the examina- 


tion: This school receives more supervision and attention generally than any dozen others. 


21. To the Sydenham, Prospect Hall, Umzinto, Pictermaritzburg (Dean Green), Bridgeford and 
Pietermaritzburg (Father Barret) Schools, much credit is also due. And, in a less degree, to Blackburn, 


Isipingo, and Umbilo (Mr. Stott.) 


22. Verulam has been unfortunate, having lost its more advanced scholars through « change of 
teachers in August last. Salisbury Island and Pinetown Schools, too, have suffered through the 


removal of Indians from their neighbourhood. 


23, Avoca, Equifa, and Clare Schools, after sinking to a very low ebb, have been galvanised into 


fresh life by the exertions of their present teachers. 


24, Umbilo (Mr. Troughton) has not’ made much progress. Wentworth, Durban (Mr. Stott), the 


Point, Springtield and Clairmont Schools are the least commendable. 


25. Montpellier School has been closed, the Board being unable to make a grant in aid. 


26. His Excellency Sir Arthur Havelock visited the Durban Board School, and the Durban School 
(Mr. Troughton) in June last, at my request, and was pleased with what he saw, and the answers 
given by the scholars to his questions. The heat and over-crowding of the rooms did not escape His 
Excellency’s notice. The unsavory and apparently unhealthy situation of the Board School was also 
remarked. Occasional visits from Members of the Board would be gratifying to the teachers, and would 


have their due effect upon the scholars.

28. The amonnt of fees collected at the Board Schools is less this year than last owing to the 
admission at half rates of all members of the same family, and the free admission of all beginners for 
six months, as recommended in last year’s Report. The number of Free Scholars on the Roll is 60. 
The children of Free Indians pay sixpence, those of Indentured Coolies threepence a month. These fees 


are paid into the Colonial Treasnry, and form part of the General Revenne. 


29. The amount paid as fees by the scholars at Aided Schools is £63 l4s. 9d., against £88 14s. 9d. 


for the preceding year. These fee 





we retained, as arale, by the teachers. The Umzinto and Equifa 


Schools are still the only ones at which no fees at all are paid.

The inclusion of the estimated rental of the Durban and Umgeni Schools, which are the Board’s 


property, gives £1 18s. 6d. as the average cost per head of the scholars at these schools. 


31. The three chief wants of the Schools now are three in number :— 


More Trained Teachers. 


More Supervision. 


More Space. 





32. At the end of the year there were 26 Teachers, one Assistant Teacher, and 13 Pupil Teachers, 


making a total of 40 of all grades, Annexure B, gives some particulars regarding the Teachers. 


33. The necl for trained men for this work becomes more urgent each year as we advance in 
Standards. I see nothing for it bat the employment of young men upon their leaving the Government 


Schools if we are to make any rea 





Were appointments offered to those who obtain “ Certiti- 
cates of Merit,” T have no doubt that some would be found willing to spend a year or two in a position 
which would afford the much to be desired opportunity for increased culture of the mind before settling 


down to their own proper callings. 


34. The remuneration would need to be on a somewhat more liberal scale than at present. In this 
place it is proper to point out that £20, the amount adopted by the Board as its minimam grant in aid, 
might with advantage be increased to £24. No man who respects himself will accept the post of teacher 
for less than £2 a month. If he does it is a pés aller, aud he will leave as soon as possible. It is well- 
known to the Board that the Schools are dependent for existence upon the grants they 


-receive. 


35. I again beg to recommend the adoption of the system of part payment by results. Experience 


is universally in favour of this system. 


36. The Teachers have suffered a great disappointment through the inability of the Board to grant 
the bonus promised them at the beginning of the year, the prospect of which, doubtless, incited them to 
increased exertions. 1 trast that this will not not be lost sight uf when the financial depression under 
which the Colony has been labouring shall have passed away. The grants in aid for 1887 have also been 


reluced 24 per cent—ten of the Schools receiving the £20 minimum. . 


37. I fear we have to look forward in consequence to a period of retrogression, the more to be 


deplored that the total saving effected under this hcad does not exceed £200. 


38. The Pupil Teachers employed during the year have been of great usc. In three cases it has 


becn deemed expedient tu increase the remuneration allowed from ds. to 1Us. a month. 
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39. Supervision.—I regret the necessity for reverting to this subject, but more than one of the 
Schools has remained unvisited by its Manager for several months at a time. I think it is not 
unreasonable to expect more vigilance from the recipients of public money. I therefore called the Board's 
attention to the matter in September last, and requested that the Managers should be required to send 
ina Monthly Return to the Secretary, in the form recommended in my last Annual Report. (See 
Annexure C.) The Board accepted the principle but determined to require monthly instead of weekly 
visits. All Returns made by Teachers to the Inspector are now certified “correct” by the 


Managers. 


40. Space.—The Schools are, without an exception, overcrowded. They are lamentably deficient in 


comfort and attractiveness, though the accommodation has improved a little, and the few articles of 





furniture, of which the Board has permitted the purchase, have proved a welcome additionto the School 
requisites. The conversion of the grants in aid into “ Maintenance Grants” would have borne good 
fruit in this direction had it not gone hand in hand with reductions, which leave no margin to the 


Managers. 


41. Ten Indian boys attended the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School during 1886. The Head 
Master says “that as a rule the conduct of these lads was good, and their general progress satisfactory. 


“One came to the front and obtained a Certificate of Merit.” 


42. One European and a few Mauritius and St. Helena half-castes, Zanzibarees, and Natives, have 


attended the Schools as in previons yews. 


43. The only Night Sehvols of any importance are held in Durban by the Teachers of the Railway 
and Sydenham Schools with 23 and 26 scholars on roll—the average attendance is 7 and 5 


respectively. 


44. Some religions instruction is given in the Schools. It is understood that all are free to receive 


or reject it. 


45, Each Aided School receives in its first year a grant of £3 for the purchase of books and 


apparatus, and thereafter £1 a year for the same purpose. 


46. The sum of £15 is allowed by the Board for the purpose of prizes. This amount does not go 


very far now that story books begin to be appreciated. 


47. Having said all there is to say on the subject of the “ Future of Pupils” on previous occasions, 
1 will not touch upon it here, bat content myself with hoping that the time will come when it will be 
found possible to offer special grants to schools in which Industrial Training is provided for. The 
workshop will help to dissipate many erroncons ideas which are incidental to the acquirement of the 


elements of education.

With the exception of some Australian currency, in sovereigns and half-sovereigns, the coins in 
cirenlation are exclusively British, and are the legal tender in discharge of all debts; consisting, in gold, 
of sovereigns and half-sovereigns ; in silver, of crowns, half-crowns, florins, shillings, sixpences, and 


three-penny pieces ; and in copper, of pence and half-pence. 

The coins in cirenlation have not in any way been defaced, altered, diminished, or augmented in 
their respective values. Any decrease in the weight of gold coins has arisen solely from their 
circulation. 


Under authority of Circular to all Collectors of Revenue, dated August, 1876, Indian rupees are not 


accepted as current coinage.

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REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON CRIME FOR 1886. 


The number of offences reported during the year 1886 was 17,574, being a decrease on the number 
reported during any previous year since 1882. In the number of cases of preedial larceny there is an, 
increase, the number of cases being 127 as against 96 in 1885 and 42 in 1884. 

The number of indictments issued in the Supreme and Cirenit: Courts was 157, representing a total 
of 172 prisoners. These numbers show a slight increase, the number of indictments in 1885 being 149, 


representing a total of 162 prisoners,

The number of prisoners indicted for the crime of murder was 16 against 23 in the previous 


year. Of th 





» three were foand guilty of culpable homicide and sentenced to various terms of imprison- 
ment, four were found not guilty and were discharged. The remaining nine were found guilty of 


murder and sentenced to death. Four were executed, and in the other cases the sentence of death wa 





s 


commuted to imprisonment. Seven of the accused were Indians, and the remaining nine Natives. The

sault by Natives upon European females, including 
eases of housebreaking with unlawfal intent, was 11. There was, therefore, no abnormal increase in 
the number of cases of this nature actually tried, bat in the months of November and December, and 
more especially in the town of Durban and its vicinity, several assanits of an indecent nature were 
committed by Natives upon European females, and popular indignation was intensely excited. There 


can be little doubt that this cle 





ss of crime has of late increased to a very serious extent, and will, if not 
severely repressed, continae to increases And though im most cases the assaults fortunately did not 


amonit to actaal commission of the extreme crime, yet, having regard to the numbers and _ social 





condition of the Native population, there is reason to fear such a spread of the crime as to become in 
the near futare a menace to the white community thronghout the Colony. It is to be regretted also that 
from unavoidable causes the number of prosecutions affords no sufficient index of the namber of offences 


committed or attempted. 


Although the panishments hitherto inflicted were severe, yet in view of the necessity for severe 
repression of a growing evil, it seemed proper, for the protection of society, to introduce legislation of an 
exceptionally stringent character. A Bill was introduced into the Legislative Council, which has since 
been passed and received the Governor's sanction, imposing the penalty of death for the crime of rape, and 


transportation or imprisonment for life for indecent assault. 


Preparatory examinations and depositions in cases of sudden death, &., were received in 511 cases 





during the year 1886. There were 533 such cases in 1885, 
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The cases tried before the Native High Court and the Court established under Law 10 of 1876,

This retarn shows a considerable increase in the namber of Natives accused of taking part in 
faction tights, riots, &c., and a satisfactory decrease in the number of cases tried for cattle stealing, 
stabbing, or killing. In many of these cases of cattle stealing, &c., it has been found impossible to bring 
the guilty parties to justice owing to Natives being unwilling to give evidence, or to their combining 
together to give false evidence. In cases where such collusion can be proved, severe penalties are 


imposed.

(IIL) What is the system of sewerage, and what the condition of the privies ?—There are eight 
privies, situated 115 feet from the nearest Ward, at the back of the Hospital. The soil is collected in 
buckets placed in the privies, and removed daily by the Corporation night-soil carts. Night stools are 


used, strict attention being paid to their being kept perfectly clean.

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REPORT BY RESIDENT SURGEON, LUNATIC ASYLUM.

Sir,— 
[ have the honour to forward the accompanying Statistical Tables, &., for 1886 :— 


On the 1st January there were 93 patients in the Asylum, and on the 3lst December the number 


was 99. 


There were 29 patients admitted during the year, of whom 19 were males, and 10 females. Ten of 
the 29 patients admitte.l were private, and the rem vinder pauper patients. 


There were discharged during the year 12 patients, of whom 8 were males, and 3 females. 
The average number of patients resident during the year was 97, and the total namber under treat- 
ment 122.

The admissions during the year have been fewer by 10 than during 1885. Ten of those admitted 
were suffering from melancholia, cleven from mania, seven from dementia, and one from‘general paralysis 
of the insane. With regard to the admissions ; twelve were described as very weak, twelve as weak, 


and five as of average bodily health. 


The same remark holds good, which I have previously had occasion to make regarding the advanced 
stage of their malady, at which most of the patients are sent to the Asylum. — In such cases it is next to 


hopeless to expect any satisfactory results from treatment.

There have been five fewer discharges than during the preceding year. 


The general percentage of recoveries on admissions was 344, In the case of Europeans it was 38°4, 
while in the case of coloured patients it was 25. This is a lower percentage of recoveries than ought to 


obtain were patients placed earlier under treatment. 


The deaths during the year have been 10°6 per cent. on the average number of patients resident; 
and a fact im this connection requires to be specially noted, viz., that the mortality among the Natives 
has been four times that of the Kuropean population of the Asylum. This, I fear, may be partly 


attributable to the crowded condition of the Native wards. 
There have been no suicides or cases of serious accident or injury during the year. 


The general health of the European population of the Asylum has been good, but the same cannot 


be said of the coloured population. 


The great majority.of the patients have been employed throughout the year; and the laying out of 
the grounds will provide ample work for a considerable time to come. About twenty men have been 
engaged for the last six months in terracing the uneven ground to the south of the Asylum, and the 
present, as compared with the previous appearance of this plot, amply repays for the 'great amount of 


work which has been bestowed on it. Ground has also been prepared for planting about 3,000 trees. 


Within the building the work of painting and decorating has been carried on as opportunity 
offered. The whitewash on the walls of the principa rooms is being replaced by oil and distemper 
painting, in bright cheerful colours; dadoes, panclling &c., being introduced where practicable, in order 
to produce as great a variety of effect as possible. All are influenced, unconscioasly it may be by their 
surroundings, but none to such an extent as the insane. In the case of the discontented, irritable, and 
depressed, it is beyond question that comfortable and cheerful surroundings arc among the best remedies 


we can employ. 


The house for the Steward, the building which I recommended some time ago, has been completed 
The rooms in the Asylum, previously occupied by his family, have been devoted to accommodation for 
the Matron, and a dormitory and a dining-room for the female patients. The necessary alterations in 
these rooms have been carried out by one of the patients, and so well has he executed his work that they 
are now the most elaborately finished rooms in the institution. The same patient has prepared designs 
for furniture for the dining-room, consisting of dining and work tables, settees, &c., and he is now 
engaged in making these articles. This room will be a great improvement on the lavatory, which had 


to duty as a dining and sitting-room, in addition to fulfilling its legitimate functions. 


The man who has carried out this work is an excellent example of the beneficial results to be derived 
from the employment of the insane, and of the great amount of useful work which can be accomplished 
by them. Had the work done by this patient in connection with the Asylum to be paid for, it would, I 
ventare to state, have cost hundreds of pounds. He is never happy nnless when employed, and appears 
to be almost equally at home as a carpenter, painter, plumber, blacksmith, or tinsmith. Like most 
tradesmen he prefers good material to work with, bat has often to be content with inferior articles, e.g., 
he completely cured the Asylum kitchen of smoking, by means of a dome ventilator, which, for want of 
material, he made out of old paraffin tins. This ventilator, in addition to answering its purpose 


admirably, is quite an ornament to the kitchen, 
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Although the pressure from overcrowding on the female sidz has been relieved for the present, it is 
in my opinion most desirable that additional accommodation should be provided as soon as possible. As 
T have previously stated, the Native wards, more particularly, are much overcrowded, as anyone visiting 


their dormitories during the night would have little difficulty in discovering. 


The Laundry has for the first time been put to its peoper use, and furnished with suitable 


appliances. 


The Matron selected in England entered on her duties in the beginning of November. By this 
appointment a long felt want has been supplied, and the female department will, I hope ere long be in as 
satisfactory a con.lition as it is possible, until the completion of the buildinz; as of course all arrange- 
ments made in the present unfinished and disjointed state of the Asylum can only be looked upon as of a 


temporary nature. 


Since the Masters and Servants’ Act has been amended, so as to allow of persons employed by 
Government being bronght under it, several of the Native attendants have been taken before the 


Magistrate and fined for neglect of duty, &e., which has had a most salutory effect. |
